I n a victory for both the city and same-sex 
couples, two judges on Tuesday, February 
17 refused to order immediate stays re¬ 
quiring city officials to discontinue the is¬ 
suance of marriage licenses to gay and lesbian 
couples. 

The rulings allowed the couples to con¬ 
tinue exchanging vows and marry till at least 
Friday, when an anti'gay group will be back in 
court seeking an immediate injunction or¬ 
dering the county clerk to stop issuing mar¬ 
riage licenses to same-sex couples. 

On Tuesday 
night, just hours 
after a judge in 
one case issued 
an alternate writ 
of mandate, a 
nonbinding 
order for the 
mayor and clerk 
to cease the is¬ 
suance of the 
marriage licens¬ 
es, Mayor Gavin 
Newsom an- < 
nounced he 
would ignore the 
ruling. 

“After three 
court hearings 
we are still mov¬ 
ing forward. It is business as usual at City 
Hall,” Newsom said after briefly conferring 
with City Attorney Dennis Herrera on how

to proceed. 

Newsom also 
dismissed a 
statement re¬ 
leased late Tues¬ 
day afternoon by 
Governor Arnold Schwarzenegger as mere 
repetition of comments he made on the cam¬ 
paign trail during last year’s recall election.

Schwarzenegger 
restated his support 
for all of California’s 
“existing laws that 
provide domestic 
partnership benefits 
and protections.” 

However, he also 
said that “Californi¬ 
ans spoke on the 
issue of same-sex marriage when they over¬ 
whelmingly approved California’s law that 
defines marriage as being between a man and 
a woman. I support that law and encourage 
San Francisco officials to obey that law. The 
courts should act quickly to resolve this mat¬ 
ter.” 

In response to a reporter’s question about 
his decision not to obey the law, Newsom 
asked, “Where is it in the Constitution to lead 
you to believe I should discriminate against 
people?” 

Herrera said his office was “very gratified” 
with the day’s court proceedings and that “no 
one should doubt the resolve of our office” in 
defending Newsom’s decision. 

As for the ruling by Judge James Warren, 
a grandson of Supreme Court Justice Earl 
Warren and the presiding judge in the Diane 
Whipple dog mauling trial, Newsom said he 
saw no reason to stop the gay marriages from 
taking place. 

“There is nothing telling me to back off. I 
feel more resolve now. That is not to say I am 
sitting here breaking open the champagne 
bottles,” said Newsom. 

Though he added, “The path we are on in 
San Francisco is inevitable. That day is com¬ 
ing. We want to march down that path until 
we are forced to stop.”

Same-sex 

weddings 

make 

history

W ith Mayor Gavin Newsom’s decision 
to offer same-sex marriage in the 
city of San Francisco, history was 
made last Thursday, February 12, and the re¬ 
verberations were felt worldwide. At press 
time, more than 2,600 same-sex couples had 
tied the knot. 

Although the marriages seemed to come 
out of the blue for many who traveled to the 
city in order to take part in the ceremonies, 
they were in fact the result of years of polit- 
ic-akorganizing and weeks,of specific strate- 
planning to make legal same-sex mar¬ 
riages a reality. Still, the ethnic, racial, class, 
arid gender unity 
- and the collec¬ 
tive emotional 
energy that drew 
thousands of 
dedicated cou¬ 
ples, well-wish¬ 
ers, and volun¬ 
teers to City Hall 
- could never 
have been pre¬ 
dicted. 

At 11:10 a.m. 
last Thursday, 
lesbian pioneers 
Phyllis Lyon and 
Del Martin mar¬ 
ried in the office 
of Assessor Mabel Teng, who presided over 
the ceremony. Founders of the Daughters of 
Bilitis, the women became the first gay cou¬ 
ple to wed in California. 

Shortly thereafter, the couple, who cele¬ 
brated their 51st anniversary on Valentine’s 
Day, met with Newsom, who handed the 
two women a copy of the California Consti¬ 
tution as a wedding gift. 

“It’s all in there,” Newsom reportedly told 
the couple, alluding to not only why he de¬ 
cided to sanction gay marriages but to the 
laws the two will need to rely on in defend¬ 
ing the legality of their union. 

“I don’t know why I waited 36 days to do 
this,” Newsom told the couple, according to 
a source. 

Newsom was sworn in as mayor on Jan¬ 
uary 8. 

The mayor opted not to marry the cou¬ 
ple in order to send a statement that gay 
marriages should be an everyday occurrence 
and not a media event, his spokesman Peter 
Ragone told reporters. 

“This is the way life should be. When 
someone comes into City Hall to get married 
it should be done privately,” he said. Never¬ 
theless, the days that followed were anything 
but private for participating couples, which 
seemed just fine to most of them.

Dufty hosts Castro 
traffic safety meetings

11 fter pushing police to issue 
tickets to jaywalkers at one 
m H busy Castro intersection, 
Supervisor Bevan Dufty is now 
hosting a series of community 
meetings to discuss how to make 
the city’s gay neighborhood safer 
for both pedestrians and drivers. 

“Our neighborhoods have 
many of the city’s most confusing, 
complex, and dangerous intersec¬ 
tions,” Dufty said. “In my first 
year, I consistently sought SFPD 
traffic enforcement and hundreds 
of citations were written to help 
calm the traffic and pedestrian en¬ 
vironment.” 


The meetings are sure to touch 
upon one long pushed idea to 
close 17th Street at Market and 
Castro to traffic and turn the in¬ 
tersection into a pedestrian plaza. 
Dufty also asked the Department 
of Parking and Traffic’s engineers 
and Livable Streets program to 
develop a set of ideas to better en¬ 
gineer those intersections. 

“These workshops will bring 
these ideas and traffic data to 
neighbors and merchants so that 
we can collaborative on a compre¬ 
hensive City/Neighborhood 
pedestrian and traffic safety plan 
for the Castro,” said Dufty. 

Neighborhood groups the Mer¬ 
chants of Upper Market & Castro, 
Eureka Valley Promotion Associa¬ 


tion, Duboce Triangle Neighbor¬ 
hood Association, and Castro Area 
Planning + Action have all been 
asked by Dufty for their input, and 
representatives from the Depart¬ 
ment of Parking and Traffic and 
the San Francisco Police Depart¬ 
ment will attend the meetings. 

The first of three special neigh¬ 
borhood workshops will take 
place from 7 to 9 p.m. on Monday, 
February 23 in the Bank of Amer¬ 
ica community meeting room at 
501 Castro Street.

Weddings impact economy , community

R eceipt totals have not all 
been tallied, but local busi¬ 
nesses and community 
groups say that San Francisco’s 
same-sex weddings have greatly 
impacted the economy as well as 
the LGBT landscape. 

Already, the city can count on 
the revenue generated by more 
than 2,600 couples’ $82 marriage 
licenses and $13 record fees; a 
total of nearly $250,000. 

But the increased tourism and 
local celebrations have meant that 
Castro shops like Happy Trails 
and Does Your Mother Know have 
seen their same-sex themed gifts 


fly off the shelves. 

Some establishments like 
restaurants and hotels said that 
the Valentine’s Day weekend 
makes it hard to say whether their 
business was wedding-related, al¬ 
though Church Street Flowers was 
able to determine that it had done 
15 percent more business than last 
year’s successful Valentine’s Day. 

“A lot of people coming by said 
they just received a call from 
friends at City Hall, and a lot of 
congratulatory bouquets went out 
to folks that recently tied the 
knot,” said Church Street Flowers 
owner Michael Ritz. 

Laurie Armstrong of the San 
Francisco Convention and Visitors 
Bureau said that occupancy num¬ 


bers would not be ready for an¬ 
other couple of months, but “I can 
tell it was a big weekend,” she said. 

The same-sex wedding surge 
has also impacted the LGBT com¬ 
munity in other ways. Communi¬ 
ty United Against Violence usual¬ 
ly expects increased hate crimes 
during times of high LGBT visi¬ 
bility, but those numbers are not 
yet in and may be influenced by 
the city’s supportive atmosphere. 
However, in the CUAV-monitored 
case against a man allegedly re¬ 
sponsible for a hate crime attack 
at the 2002 Drag King contest, the 
weddings have prompted the de¬ 
fense attorney to seek a delay or 
plea bargain on the basis that the

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New Leaf settles 
contract dispute

fter a six-month stalemate 
over raises and health ben¬ 
efits, management and staff 
at New Leaf: Services for Our 
Community announced this week 
they had settled on a new con¬ 
tract. 

According to staff, members of 
SEIU Local 790, the union agreed 
to postpone its fight for partial, 
employer-paid domestic partner 
healthcare benefits at this time 
and instead agreed to pay higher 
copays for their healthcare and an 
increase in their workloads. 

Under the terms of the con¬ 
tract, which will be renegotiated 
in June 2005, the union did con¬ 
vince management to agree to 
raises for the staff and retain cur¬ 
rent healthcare benefits. Employ¬ 
ees will receive 6 percent raises the 
first year, and 5 percent the second 
year. 

They also agreed to a 5 percent 
increase in productivity, measured 
by the amount of clients they see 
or by the-number of groups they

city’s gay-positive energy will bias 
the jurors, according to CUAV’s 
Tina D’Elia. That case, against Jack 
Broughton of Walnut Creek, was 
expected to go to trial this week. 

There was also one reported in¬ 
cident of a swastika painted on the 
front window of All American Boy 
in the Castro. San Francisco Patrol 
Special Police Officer Jane Warner 
said that underneath the swastika 
were the words “Some Pig,” and 
“Rich Bitch.” It is not known if the 
graffiti was related to the same-sex 
weddings. 

Herb Cohn, president of the 
Merchants of Upper Market and 
Castro, said that while it is in many 
ways impossible to apply a mone¬ 
tary figure to the benefits of the 
same-sex weddings, there are 
other ways to calculate the gains. 

“Even if they’re not measur¬ 
able, there are benefits other than 
increased sales,” said Cohn. “Walk 
out into the Castro and you can 
see that people are unified. It’s 
wonderful.” ▼ 


facilitate. According to the union, 
the concessions amount to only 1 
percent of New Leaf’s nearly $3 
million annual budget. 

While the union argues the 
salary boost is only a small step in 
diminishing the gap between New 
Leaf’s pay scale and other compa¬ 
rable nonprofit agencies, the em¬ 
ployees referred to the agreement 
as a “balanced commitment” from 
management. 

“We believe this increase will 
promote staff retention and help 
decrease interruptions of services 
that often occur when staff has 
had to seek financial security at 
other nonprofit agencies,” wrote 
Michelanne Baker, a clinician at 
New Leaf for three years and a 
union steward, in a letter ad¬ 
dressed to the LGBT community. 
It further states, “We believe this 
contract is a good start to more 
adequately caring for New Leaf’s 
workers.” 

The letter, also signed by New 
Leaf employees Brad Harms and 
Michael Toohey, thanks the com¬ 
munity for its support as the staff 
negotiated its new contract with 
management. 

Due to that support, the three 
argue, “New Leaf’s board of direc¬ 
tors and management heard the 
community and were greatly in¬ 
fluenced by your outpouring of 
support,” states the letter. 

Harms, who said the contract 
was ratified in December, said a 
“balanced commitment” had been 
the union’s slogan all along. 

“It was about balancing 
salaries of staff and the services we 
provide to our clients because 
there had been such a high 
turnover rate. The average clini¬ 
cian here stays two years to three 
years,” said Harms.

Joseph Neisen is on sabbatical 
until March 1 and could not be 
reached for comment. Skip Speer, 
associate director and interim ex¬ 
ecutive director, did not return 
calls seeking comment. 

Last September staff picketed 
during their lunch hour in front 
of the agency’s Market Street of¬ 
fices to draw attention to their 
fight for better pay and medical 
benefits. Talks over a new con¬ 
tract, which expired June 30,2003, 
had broken down in August. 

Beginning last May, the union 
had asked for an 18 percent raise, 
which would have cost the agency 
an additional $140,671 in salaries. 
Management counter offered with 
a 3 percent raise, which would 
have cost $23,445 more per year. 

The union pressed for a 9 per¬ 
cent raise for its 36 members 
which it contended the agency 
could afford and would help to re¬ 
tain staff. It also had demanded 
that the agency pay half of work¬ 
er’s domestic partner benefits, at a 
cost of another $70,000 per year in 
salaries. 

In September, Neisen had said 
that “the sooner they come to the 
table the sooner they will get their 
salary increased. The increases 
won’t begin until the contract is 
signed.” 

New Leaf is one of the nation’s 
largest counseling centers for the 
lesbian, gay, bisexual and trans¬ 
gender communities. The agency 
sees more than 2,500 clients each 
year and offers substance abuse 
treatment; individual and group 
therapy and other general mental 
health services; HIV/AIDS pre¬ 
vention and counseling; outreach 
to elders; counseling for children, 
youth and families; as well as psy¬ 
chiatric assessment and medica¬ 
tion services. T

I j| Jj ayor Gavin Newsom is a hero. His 
|yf >’ decision last week allowing San 
1 W 11 Francisco to issue marriage licenses 
to same-sex couples resulted in a joyous ex¬ 
plosion of love, and couples from near and 
far have overwhelmed City Hall in the rush 
to get married. The historic action, in defi¬ 
ance of state law, was taken because Newsom 
said “it’s the right thing to do.” We couldn’t 
agree more. And the images of hundreds of 
couples lined up around City Hall every day 
since last Thursday attest to the fact that 
many of us desperately want to get married 
and have our marriages officially recognized 
- we can have both right now in San Fran¬ 
cisco. While lawmakers in Massachusetts 
were bickering last week over proposed con¬ 
stitutional amendments that would ban gay 
marriage (in defiance of the state’s 
highest court ruling that gays do 
have the right to marry), Newsom 
took the courageous act of simply 
instructing the county clerk to 
issue marriage licenses. 

Assessor Mabel Teng and Coun¬ 
ty Clerk Nancy Alfaro deserve kudos as 
well, as do City Attorney Dennis Her¬ 
rera and his staff; all worked 
hard toward reworking the city 
forms, substituting “applicant 
1” and “applicant 2” for 
“bride” and “groom.” The lawyers developed 
disclaimer language for the forms, a key fac¬ 
tor in the court decisions so far that have 
failed to stop the weddings. Conservative 
groups have not yet been successful in ob¬ 
taining an injunction or a stay, because they 
cannot show that irreparable, harm has 
come to the thousands of couples who have 
been married. Once couples make the deci¬ 


sion to marry, 
they are made 
well aware of the 
obstacles they 
face and are in¬ 
formed that their 
marriages ulti¬ 
mately might not 
hold up in court. 

Newsom has 
repeatedly said 
that the Califor¬ 
nia Constitution 
provides for equal 
protection and 
thus trumps 
Proposition 22, 
which defines 
marriage as be¬ 
tween a man 

and a woman and was passed by voters 
in 2000. He has stated that one of the 
deciding factors in reaching his deci¬ 
sion occurred when he attended Presi¬ 
dent Bush’s State of the Union speech 
last month and heard the president’s 
remarks aimed at preventing gays 
and lesbians from marrying. 

In office less than two 
months, Newsom has shown 
he is willing to stand up for 
equality, and has demonstrated a willingness 
to provide his leadership and inject San Fran¬ 
cisco itself into the national debate over gay 
marriage. He now has a reservoir of goodwill 
in the LGBT community, including many 
San Francisco couples who married and said 
they didn’t even vote for him during last 
year’s mayoral race. The Castro is giddy with 
happy couples streaming in and spending 


money, resulting in an economic boomlet. 

Of central importance, however, are the 
pure feelings of love shown by couple after 
couple as they are pronounced “spouses for 
life.” Some couples have been together for 
decades, many have children, and all have 
waited a long time for this moment. 

Curiously, there has been deafening si¬ 
lence from Democratic Party leaders 
throughout the state, with the notable ex¬ 
ception, of course, of the gay lawmakers and 
the few straight ones who openly support 
gay marriage. Attorney General Bill Locky- 
er, a Democrat eager to run for governor in 
2006, has been silent. The same is true for 
other heterosexual statewide elected De¬ 
mocrats. They all saw Newsom as a bright 
star of the party when he took office last 
month. Why can’t they stand up and ac¬ 
knowledge that he’s done the right thing? T

hen Democrats go to the polls in 
; California on March 2 to vote in 
W II" the presidential primary, we urge 
them to vote for a candidate. That said, 
however, we are withholding endorsement 
for any particular candidate. We do not be¬ 
lieve that we have an obligation to rubber- 
stamp the likely nominee, Senator John 
Kerry, and we want to send a message to the 
Democratic Party: do not take the LGBT 
community for granted. 

Specifically, our complaint with Kerry 
stems from his interview on National Pub¬ 
lic Radio last week during which he force¬ 
fully opposed gay marriage; perhaps partly 
due to the fact that in Massachusetts, Kerry’s 
home state, the Legislature was about to 
begin a constitutional convention to at¬ 
tempt adoption of an amendment that 
would ban same-sex marriage despite the 
state’s highest court twice ruling that gays 
have the right to be married in the Bay State. 
We know that President Bush and the Re¬ 
publican Party are attempting to label Kerry 
as a “Massachusetts liberal” like they did in 
1988 when former Massachusetts Governor 
Michael Dukakis was the nominee; howev¬ 
er, Kerry’s comments were offensive to us, 
especially now that same-sex couples are 
marrying in San Francisco. 

On the other hand, we definitely want to 
see Bush defeated in November, and we are 
realistic enough to realize that Kerry proba¬ 
bly will be the one leading the party after the 
primaries. We have seen the voter exit polls 
from other states pointing to Kerry’s elec- 
tability, and we do appreciate the work he 
has done on behalf of the LGBT communi¬ 
ty. We admire Kerry’s courage in voting 
against the Defense of Marriage Act in 1996, 
the only senator to do so while facing re- 
election. We also understand that Kerry is in 
favor of domestic partnership rights and 
civil unions for same-sex couples, though 
neither confer all of the rights as civil mar¬ 
riage. A decorated Vietnam veteran, he sup¬ 
ports gays being allowed to serve openly in 
the military. He has a nearly perfect score 
from the Human Rights Campaign on leg¬ 
islative issues of importance to us. Most im¬ 
portantly, he opposes the Federal Marriage 
Amendment to the U.S. Constitution that 
would write discrimination into the consti¬ 
tution by banning same-sex marriage. 


While he may be “100 percent” for gay 
rights, as a campaign aide told us this week, his 
stance on gay marriage needs to change. We 
know that no Democratic presidential candi¬ 
date would risk political suicide by openly sup¬ 
porting same-sex marriage, but Kerry should 
just say if s a state matter and leave it at that. 

Senator John Edwards of North Carolina 
has taken that approach, and has been able 
to win enough support to keep his cam¬ 
paign going at least through the March 2 
“Super Tuesday” primary states. Gay mar¬ 
riage is certainly not the only issue in the 
presidential race, nor is it the most pressing 
one to many - the presidential race likely 
will hinge on national security and the 
economy - and Edwards has been able to 
address the matter in such a way to not give 
offense. It is the social conservative base of 
the Republican Party that put gay marriage 
at the top of the agenda of the so-called cul¬ 
ture war in this country, but to most Amer¬ 
icans who are not gay the issue is not at the 
top of their list. 

Former Vermont Governor Howard 
Dean, a hero to many in the community for 
signing his state’s historic civil union law 
several years ago, started out as a minor can¬ 
didate, rose to front-runner status, but ulti¬ 


mately crashed after the Iowa caucuses last 
month. After a disappointing finish in Wis¬ 
consin, Dean announced he was ending his 
presidential campaign Wednesday morning. 
Dean is widely credited with restoring in¬ 
tegrity to the Democratic Party: he ener¬ 
gized the party when it needed it most, but 
so much so that the party establishment got 
extremely nervous about his candidacy. 
There is some evidence that some leaders in 
the party attempted to undermine his cam¬ 
paign, but, in the end, Dean’s massive Inter¬ 
net support could not be translated into 
votes in the booth when it mattered. 

Of the Democratic candidates left in the 
race as we went to press, the two minor ones 
- Ohio Representative Dennis Kucinich and 
the Reverend Al Sharpton - support the 
legal right of gays to marry. While their po¬ 
sitions are laudable, neither has a realistic 
chance to secure the party’s nomination. 

It’s our job to advance the issues that 
matter to the LGBT community, and that’s 
what we’ve done for years. While more and 
more mainstream newspapers have editori¬ 
alized in support of equal rights for gays and 
lesbians, we are part of that community, and 
if we don’t stand up for ourselves, no one 
else will. T

this stand, to Assessor-Recorder Mabel Teng for orga¬ 
nizing a massive effort, and especially to the dozens 
of City Hall workers and community volunteers who 
came in early, skipped lunches, and worked late so as 
many couples as possible could marry. You’ve brought 
joy and contentment to thousands. Bravo!

A marriage

n a beautiful, sunny afternoon beneath the au- 
1 thoritative facade of the state Capitol we gath¬ 
ered on the stage in front of supportive clergy 
and at least 1,000 smiling, happy faces. We are the 
“Marriage Equality Riders.” Little did we know when 
we signed up for the ride that five of the same-sex 
couples would be married. I looked around the stage 
at my fellow riders. These were gay and straight cou¬ 
ples. Couples together for 43 years and those togeth¬ 
er for two years. There were binational same-sex 
couples and individuals who wanted to be part 
of this caravan to raise awareness for marriage 
equality and do their part to support the call 
for civil rights. We had traveled from far and 
wide to be, part of this outreach effort. 

What a wonderful Valentine’s Day, to be 
riding on a bus full of joy, giddiness, and hap¬ 
piness. Here I am, a married woman, 
and my wife and I were on our hon¬ 
eymoon on a bus with my fellow 
“love warriors.” 

The first stop was Woodland, 

California. We piled out of the bus and picked up our 
signs. Wendy and I carried our “Just Married” bal¬ 
loons and “support the Permanent Partners Immi¬ 
gration Act” sign. It was like a mini Pride Parade as 
we marched around a Wal-Mart parking lot, looking 
at the initially bemused faces of the shoppers. As they 
read our signs and heard our chants, you could see 
the realization dawning over them as to who we were. 
Shoppers waved as we shouted “Happy Valentine’s 
Day” to them. 

Back on the bus, and it was onto Willows and an¬ 
other Wal-Mart. More cars were in this parking lot and 
more shoppers came out of the stores to see us. Chil¬ 
dren in the back of their parents’ pickup put on the 
“Freedom to Marry” stickers that their parents had 
taken from us. We were warming up to this parade at¬ 
mosphere. Wal-Mart workers in their blue vests waved, 
others stood indifferently, watching us pass. Drivers 
honked their horns as we paraded around the lot. 

As we got on the bus, we were happy that apart 
from one misplaced finger gesture from a woman dri¬ 
ving a SUV we had no adverse reactions. We were get¬ 
ting the hang of it. The next stop would be Red Bluff. 
We had been warned that we were venturing into a 
more hostile area. So we decided to sing instead of 
chant. Who would want to abuse a group of people 
singing? There were a whole lot more shoppers out 
and about. As we passed a jewelry shop, a customer 
ran out and cheered and came up for a sticker. The 
funny thing was to watch the cars full of people with 
windows tightly shut, apparently in fear of our queer¬ 
ness. But their eyes darted back and forth as they read 
our signs and watched those “gay people.” People 
stood outside the shops and more came outside as 
they heard us coming, bewilderment and curiosity 
written across their faces. 

Then I saw a woman who may have been in her 
70s. She closed the trunk of her car and stuck her fin¬ 
gers in a very obvious way, turning her back on us. A 
teenage girl, possibly her granddaughter, looked over, 
smiling, and wished us a happy Valentine’s Day.

In the parking lot, an angry young man in a white 
pickup, gun rack at the back, with his girlfriend 
squirming in her seat, drove aggressively at us, shout¬ 
ing obscenities out the window. But we carried on 
singing “Love, Sweet Love.” We had all been given pur¬ 
ple whistles to allow us to call for help if necessary. 
This incident smacked us back into reality: not every¬ 
one is supportive of civil rights for all and some hate 
queers! 

We were back on the bus and off to Redding. We 
overwhelmed the motel receptionist, whose young 
children were peaking around the corner as we 
checked in. We met up with the Redding welcoming 
group at a local Indian restaurant. The restaurant was 
filled with loving couples celebrating Valentine’s Day. 

The wonderful thing was when complete 
strangers sent over a carafe of red wine for 
the five newlywed couples. Other people 
came up to congratulate us before leav¬ 
ing. I guess the clinking of glasses gave us 
away. 

We then went to the Rainbow 
Lounge, the local LGBT bar. We 
spoke with a lesbian couple who 
have been together 12 years. They 
said they had only heard snatches of news because the 
local coverage of the events in San Francisco was very 
poor. We turned on the 11 p.m. news, just in time to 
see our parking lot interview. Everyone crowded 
around for the report and cheered when it finished. 
The bartender gave the five newlywed couples shots 
of Schnapps. 

The next morning we went to breakfast at the local 
patisserie. The locals were all intrigued and thanked 
us for sharing our celebration. 

We then went to the Pilgrim Church. Marriage 
Equality had been invited to speak to the congrega¬ 
tion for five minutes. We entered the church and felt 
all eyes of the congregation upon us. I felt a sense of 
caution and resistance, as we filed into our pews for 
the service. The reverend asked Molly McKay and 
Davina Kotulski to explain why marriage was so im¬ 
portant. McKay shared her experience of getting mar¬ 
ried to Kotulski and why it felt so profound. And then 
Kotulski made a tremendous impact on the congre¬ 
gation when she brought out a jar filled to the top 
with Valentine candy hearts representing the 1,049 
federal rights ahd 300 state rights that married cou¬ 
ples enjoy. Then she showed a jar with 14 state rights 
that LGBT couples have as domestic partners. She 
added to this jar.an additional 300 candies and the jar 
was now a third full. This represented the rights under 
civil unions. The difference between a full jar and a 
jar only a third full was a dramatic illustration. 

I spoke with an older church member whose hus¬ 
band had died two years earlier after 47 years of mar¬ 
riage. I mentioned that the first lesbian couple to get 
married in San Francisco was Del Martin and Phyllis 
Lyon, who have been together for 51 years. And that 
Lyon “made an honest woman out of Del at the age of 
83 years.” And the woman said, “Now I get it.” The 
light bulb had gone off as to why marriage is so im¬ 
portant. ▼

Matt Foreman responds 

Your article concerning my remarks at a San Fran¬ 
cisco State University forum held on January 22, mis¬ 
stated what I said and took my remarks out of con¬ 
text [“.NGLTF’s E.D. predicts gays will lose marriage 
fight,” January 29]. 

Contrary to your headline, I never said “gays will 
lose marriage fight.” If I thought that, the task force 
would not be working so hard to win. 

In response to a question about how “reforms such 
as that of same-sex unions affect the mental health of 
the LGBT community,” I said that how we fight is 
going to have a very significant impact on the way in 
which our community sees itself. I did say there was a 
strong possibility that we will lose this fight, but that 
I hoped not. And I added, “Even if we lose, people are 
going to be able to say, ‘You know what, we fought, we 
fought hard and we fought proud.’” 

Your article said I called “the fight for gay marriage 
‘a catastrophe.’” What I did say was, “Contrary to pop¬ 
ular belief, the attempt to win the freedom to marry 
has been nothing less than a legislative catastrophe, 
unparalleled in recent American history: over the last 
10 years 37 states and the federal government passed 
laws or amended their constitutions - California 
being one of them - to prohibit the recognition of 
same sex marriage, to strip a specific class of people a 
fundamental right that, incidentally, we never even 
had.” 

Yes, I did say we are “under siege” and we are. I 
prefaced that by saying, “And now, as highlighted in 
the State of the Union address, we face a determined 
and growing effort to amend the U.S. Constitution to 
enshrine in our nation’s most sacred document our 
second-class citizenship. And this new wave of attack 
is not only at the federal level: as we sit here today, 
there are real efforts in 15 states to amend their con¬ 
stitutions or put up anti-marriage ballot initiatives or 
pass ‘Super DOMAs,’ which we expect Ohio to do in 
the next few days. We are under siege, plain and sim¬ 
ple.” 

I don’t believe in sugarcoating hard political reali¬ 
ty. The simple fact is that the venom, money, and or¬ 
ganizing capacity of our enemies far exceeds our own. 
LGBT Californians know this evil power all too well: 
just four years ago, antimarriage Proposition 22 car¬ 
ried by a landslide 61 percent to 39 percent margin. 

That said, we must fight - for our dignity, for those 
who come after us, and to win. I urge all LGBT peo¬ 
ple, our family, and our friends to join in the strug¬ 
gle, today. As I said at San Francisco State, “Right is 
on our side and we’ll ultimately prevail.”

Mayor Newsom: It was 
the right thing to do

ayor Gavin Newsom in¬ 
sists that his now history¬ 
making decision to in¬ 
struct the county clerk, after hav¬ 
ing consulted with her boss, As¬ 
sessor Mabel Teng, to issue mar¬ 
riage licenses to same-sex couples, 
was simply “the right thing to do” 
“This is simply about equal 
treatment,” the mayor said, ap¬ 
pearing on Sunday on the KRON- 
TV Morning News Hour, The 
mayor, interviewed by Phil Mati- 
er, turned to the reporter and 
asked “Why should you and I, 
Phil, have special privileges than 
other Californians?” Adding, 
“Why should my wife Kimberly 
and myself, who are in love, have 
different and special privileges 
than any other two people who 
are in love and committed - it’s 
simply about equal treatment.” 

When Newsom decided last 
week that it was “the right thing to 
do” to defy California law (that 
defines marriage as being strict¬ 
ly between a man and a 
woman) he and his aides 
pointed out that the Cali¬ 
fornia Constitution guar¬ 
antees equal rights to all 
citizens, and that to 
deny marriage licenses 
to gays and lesbians 
would clearly 
violate their 
rights to equal 
protection 
under that constitution. 

Anyone who saw Newsom with 
Matier on KRON-TV last Sunday 
morning could maybe question 
the wisdom in his decision, but 
they certainly couldn’t question 
his sincerity. Even news anchor 
Marty Gonzalez remarked to his 
co-anchor, Isabel Duran, after the 
mayoral interview, “I get the feel¬ 
ing we just heard from the mayor’s 
heart in that conversation he had 
with Phil.” 

Regardless of what the courts 
have done this week on this issue, 
under the guidance of Newsom, 
San Francisco has once again 
opened a new chapter in its histo¬ 
ry. Was the new mayor doing the 
smartest thing politically by de¬ 
ciding that his city would become 
the first to issue marriage licenses 
to same-sex couples? Many of his 
closest friends and advisers would 
likely argue that he was not. I’ve 
never discussed Newsom’s long¬ 
time political plans with him, but 
few doubt that he is a rising star in 
the Democratic Party with an eye 
on political office much higher 
than that of San Francisco mayor. 

It was reported in the San Francis¬ 
co Chronicle and Los Angeles Times 
that even openly gay Massachu¬ 
setts Representative Barney 
Frank (D) advised the mayor that 
now “wasn’t the right time” and 
told him to drop the idea. 

From a strictly political stand¬ 
point, most would likely say that it 
was, at best, a very risky move for 
the young new mayor to take. Still, 
some of those close to Newsom tell 
me that he deeply feels that he did 
the right thing and for that I ap¬ 
plaud him. Regardless of what the 
courts eventually do and what 
those hundreds of certificates 
mean to the world at large, they are 
important to those who now hold 
them, and Gavin Newsom has 
shown he is a champion of gay 
rights and a true friend of our 
community. Well done, Mr. Mayor. 


Politics and people 

Last Sunday’s debate among the 
remaining Democratic presidential 
candidates from Milwaukee’s Mar¬ 
quette University was probably one 
of the best I’ve seen so far. Instead 
of attacking each other, the five 
candidates all took on the one man 
we need to rid Washington of - 
President George W. 
Bush. By the time this 
column hits the streets 
today, the Democrat¬ 
ic field might have 
narrowed further - 
but all of those on 
that Milwaukee stage 
Sunday - Massachu¬ 
setts Senator 
John Kerry, 
North Caroli¬ 
na Senator 
John Edwards, former Vermont 
Governor Howard Dean, Ohio 
Congressman Dennis Kucinich, 
and the Reverend Al Sharpton - 
came off looking better than the 
liar we have now in the White 
House. If it’s amusing one-liners, 
Sharpton has it over the others. 
Though Dean’s candidacy is fading 
fast, he still was the one who seems 
to have been the conscious of the 
Democratic Party. Kucinich seems 
to have the right answer on all the 
issues that interest me (and, like 
Sharpton, is the only one to come 
out in total favor of gay marriage) 
but Kucinich, a former Cleveland 
mayor, is running for re-election to 
his Ohio House seat and will carry 
a strong voice in any future Demo¬ 
cratic administration. Realistically, 
it appears that as the March 2 Cal¬ 
ifornia “Super Tuesday” primary 
approaches, it is Kerry and Ed¬ 
wards who are left standing. Either 
Edwards or Kerry would be a far 
superior president than suffering 
through another four years of 
Bush, but since most national polls 
now show Kerry actually having 
the best chance of defeating Bush 
in November, I’m casting my vote 
on March 2 for him. 

Indeed, many are quietly think¬ 
ing of who would make a good 
Democratic running mate for the 
Massachusetts senator. Kerry and 
Edwards? Kerry and Indiana Sena¬ 
tor Evan Bayh? Kerry and New 
Mexico Governor Bill Richard¬ 
son? There has even been some 
talk this week in Washington, D.C. 
of a possible Kerry-Feinstein (as in 
California Senator Dianne Fein¬ 
stein) ticket - that’s a ticket that 
would send George Dubya back to 
Texas. The Bay Area Reporter is 
making its recommendations 
today elsewhere in the paper. Con¬ 
sider them and vote as you please, 
but please vote on March 2. 

And yes, I’m voting for Propo¬ 
sitions 57 and 58 (otherwise the 
state will all but close down, in¬ 


cluding the schools and San Fran¬ 
cisco General Hospital) but am I 
the only one already growing tired 
of those annoying kiss-up TV ads 
featuring Republican Governor 
Arnold Schwarzenegger and 
Democratic Controller Steve 
Westly? Incidentally, both Propo¬ 
sitions 57 and 58 are picking up 
important endorsements and their 
passage on March 2 now appears 
likely. The same holds for Propo¬ 
sition 56, which would lower the 
number of legislators needed to 
pass the state budget, but would 
withhold pay for lawmakers for 
each day the budget is late. 

Gay rights have always been a 
magnet at San Francisco’s City 
Hall for hate calls, and this past 
week has certainly been no excep¬ 
tion. Particularly, Supervisors 
Bevan Dufty and Tom Ammi- 
ano, as well as Mayor Newsom’s 
office, reported a dramatic in¬ 
crease in such calls. For many 
staffers new in the mayor’s office, 
the level of viciousness, much of it 
appearing to come from orga¬ 
nized religious groups, has been a 
brutal awakening at how much 
hatred still exists in this world. 

Most of the official city family 
has lined up behind Mayor New¬ 
som’s call for the city clerk to issue 
marriage licenses to same-sex cou¬ 
ples - thanks particularly to Asses¬ 
sor Mabel Teng, City Attorney 
Dennis Herrera, Sheriff Mike 
Hennessey, District Attorney Ka- 
mala Harris; Board of Supervisors 
President Matt Gonzalez, and the 
other supes who are on our side. 
However, while he is certainly en¬ 
titled to his opinion, it appears 
that Supervisor Tony Hall (Dis¬ 
trict 7) who opposes same-sex 
marriages, couldn’t keep his feel¬ 
ings to himself. Chronicle reporter 
Rachel Gordon reports that when 
Hall was asked what he thought 
about the mayor’s idea (or maybe 
what he thinks about the mayor) 
Hall snapped: “I’m sure if it’s the 
popular, politically correct thing to 
do, then he’s going to do it.” 

And finally, a last word on the 
gay marriages that have taken 
place this past week at City Hall. 
My friend and editor Cynthia 
Laird and her partner, Vicky Ko- 
lakowski, are two of those who 
made that commitment and I’d 
like to offer them all the best for a 
true lifetime of happiness. Cyn¬ 
thia, probably the best editor who 
has protected my column over the 
past 25 years, is a treasure at the 
B.A.R., a rock for all of us. To Cyn¬ 
thia and Vicky - congratulations, 
all the best for a happy life, and go 
buy a bottle of champagne on me.

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‘V’ is for transgender 


!| s I write this, I am looking 
S j| at a stack of flyers on my 
desk, advertising the Los 
Angeles production of The Vagina 
Monologues this coming weekend. 
Behind these are three copies of 
the book, and to the left of these, a 
copy of the script. 

Indeed, my office is littered 
with items tied to this production 
right now, from the aforemen¬ 
tioned scripts and such to drafts of 
a keepsake booklet partially de¬ 
signed by myself just for this one- 
night show. 

I’m performing in this produc¬ 
tion, the first time I’ve been in a 
play of any nature since grade 
school, taking days to hone a self- 
written piece just for this produc¬ 
tion. There are also words of 
mine in a second piece in the 
show: one crafted by the 
author of The Vagina 
Monologues , Eve Ensler. 

Why put this much 
effort into an event that 
isn’t local to me 
- requiring me 
to brave the 
wilds of a day¬ 


long trek down Interstate 5 - and 
for which all the time and effort 
I’m putting into it will not trans¬ 
late into any financial compensa¬ 
tion? Simple: this event serves to 
strengthen both the communities 
of women and transgenders, and 
helps both learn where our com¬ 
monalties lie. That alone is worth 
far more than the few days I have 
spent involved in this production. 

Let me provide some history. 
This production - the first with a 
cast solely of transgender women 
- is part of the larger “V-Day” 
movement, designed to highlight 
the issue of violence against 
women and girls. By creating a 
cast of transgender people and 
featuring some narratives specific 
to the experiences of transgender 
women and girls, it should show 
that the experiences of women 
can be truly universal. 

There are those who might nof 
feel that the issue of antitransgen¬ 
der violence has a place within an 
event devoted to stopping vio¬ 
lence against women and girls. 
There are many who would tell 
you that we do not belong, as 


we’re something different from 
other women. 

This is part of the history of 
the transgender community, from 
decades old debates presented in 
the 1979 book The Transsexual 
Empire to still-raging battles over 
the exclusionary practices of the 
Michigan Womyn’s Music 
Festival and San Francis¬ 
co’s own 100 Lesbians and 
Our Friends organiza¬ 
tion. 

These are groups that 
would want you to believe 
that transgender 
people - most 
often transgen¬ 
der women - are 


some different beast, even a dark 
interloper trying to take over the 
last thing that is owned by non¬ 
transwomen: their very bodies. 

I myself am a male to female, 
and I tell you this: I’m not all that 
different from a non-transgen- 
dered female. I may have had a lot 
more to do to gain sexual charac¬ 
teristics that other women might 
take for granted. Nevertheless, I 
ended up with a body very similar 
to other women. It’s hardly some¬ 
thing I’ve tried to take away from 
anyone else. Rather, it’s something 
I hold dear. 

My kinship is far more than 
just the physical: I’ve seen the 
same examples of discrimination 
and prejudice as any other. I’ve 
learned what it’s like to do more 
work for substantially less pay, and 
I’ve discovered just how quickly 
my intelligence can be denied, be¬ 
cause I’m “just some dumb girl.” 

I can just as easily be objecti¬ 
fied and sexualized, and assumed 
that my only worth might lie in 
how much I can satisfy the oppo¬ 
site sex. Sometimes more so, given 
the subculture of the “tranny 


chaser.” 

I can hardly look at any of these 
as things one would do in order to 
somehow dominate women’s lives 
by transitioning from one to the 
other. Never mind that such a con¬ 
cept seems laughable when I think 
of the pain and anguish that I and 
others went through in order to 
get to a place where we can face 
discrimination in not one but like¬ 
ly two new ways. 

There’s one other place where 
we are similar: the violence we 
may face. Transgenders can find 
themselves to be just as big a tar¬ 
get as any other, and you’ll find a 
lot of the same motivations and 
biases that lead to violence against 
all women at play in antitransgen¬ 
der violence. 

I can be raped and beaten by 
men who seem to think it’s per¬ 
fectly acceptable behavior, and a 
few of those same men might get 
away with it thanks to those who 
may claim that I was somehow 
“asking for it.” I can even be killed 
with the same justifications re¬ 
gardless of it being my transgen¬ 
der status or my womanhood that 
motivated the murderer. 

That is the intersection of this 
V-Day event in Los Angeles, right 
at the corner of transgender and 
woman. It is there that you’ll dis¬ 
cover we truly aren’t that different 
after all. I may have come at my 
womanhood through very dissim¬ 
ilar means than most others, and I 
may have a history that will always 
contain traces of a childhood atyp¬ 
ical of most of my female peers, 
but I still live in the same world - 
and face the same troubles - as 
many other woman in this world. 

This is why I have dedicated so 
much of my life to antitransgen¬ 
der violence, and why I am hon¬ 
ored to be a part of this campaign 
to stop violence against women 
and girls. I may be a small part of 
this whole thing, but if enough 
help out, both transgender and 
non-transgender women - and all 
transgender people - will be 
served. T

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posed to the gay marriages filed 
appeals with the First Circuit 
Court of Appeals asking for an 
immediate injunction to be is¬ 
sued. Lawyers for Prop. 22 Legal 
Defense and Education fund 
pledged late Tuesday to seek inter¬ 
vention by the appeals court 
Wednesday if gay marriages con¬ 
tinued to take place at City Hall. 
Despite failing to obtain an im¬ 
mediate injunction, the attorneys 
for the group did not see the 
judge’s ruling as a defeat. 

“We are very happy with the 
cease and desist order. The mayor 
is in violation of the law,” said 
Robert Tyler, counsel for the Prop. 
22 group. “This is a very positive 
step. The judge made a decision 
there is a violation of the law.”

Families filed an appeal Tuesday af¬ 
ternoon after Judge Ronald Evans 
Quidachay ruled the organization 
had not given proper notice for the 
case to proceed that day. 

Before the case of Randy 
Thomasson and Campaign for Cal¬ 
ifornia Families v. Gavin Newsom 


and Nancy Alfaro began, 
Quidachay advised the attorneys 
on both sides that he believed 
proper notice had not been given 
to the city about the case. 

A furious Thomasson, who 
brought his own bodyguards with 
him to the courthouse, said at a 
news conference later in the day 
that what the city is doing is a 
threat to the country’s system of 
government. 

“The rule of law in California 
is being jerked around and not 
obeyed. We have local politicians 
who are trampling the rule of law 
by saying they are king, they are 
God,” said Thomasson. “I can read 
the rule of law as well as these 
judges. Why is it not being up¬ 
held? Where is the guts to uphold 
the law they said they would up¬ 
hold?” 

Not only did he lash out at the 
judges and city officials, but 
Thomasson also ridiculed state 
Attorney General Bill Lockyer 
whom he said, “was nowhere to be 
found. He is derelict of the law.” 

Thomasson warned the city 
could be fined $1,000 for each 
marriage license it has issued and 
estimated the city could stand to 
lose upwards of a quarter million 


dollars. Benjamin Bull, chief 
counsel for the Arizona-based Al¬ 
liance Defense Fund, which is part 
of the Prop. 22 group’s case, said 
his client is also seeking compen¬ 
sation for attorney fees from the 
city. 

“That amount is going up like 
an elevator,” said Bull, adding the 
figure would, be in the tens of 
thousands of dollars. “It is in the 
six figures.” 

Richard Ackerman, legal coun¬ 
sel for Thomasson’s CCF, said he 
was confident he would prevail in 
the end. By issuing the licenses to 
gay couples, Ackerman said his 
own marriage to his wife was 
being redefined. 

“Keeping the status quo is for 
protecting the very security of our 
nation,” said Ackerman, without 
explaining how gay marriages 
threaten national security. 

Tyler said same-sex couples 
should be aware that their mar¬ 
riage licenses “aren’t worth the 
paper they are printed on.”

wo starkly different but pos¬ 
sible futures are emerging. 
One of them would fore¬ 
close gay marriage for the lifetime 
of any person old enough to read 
this, erecting barrier after barrier 
to the recognition of gay couples. 
The other would mean a long, but 
ultimately successful, movement 
for full marriage rights. This is the 
fight of our lives and our elected 
officials must know that. 

In the worst-case scenario, 
gay marriages in Massachusetts 
will fuel a backlash that re¬ 
sults in double and triple 
obstacles for us. Already, 

38 states have enacted 
laws banning gay marriages 
and refusing to recognize 
such marriages from 
other states. Facing 
the specter of gay 
marriages in Massa¬ 
chusetts, under this scenario, 
many states will be stampeded 
into amending their own state 
constitutions. 

Far worse, Congress would vote 
to amend the U.S. Constitution to 
ban gay marriages, and perhaps 
even civil unions and domestic 
partnerships to boot. That will be 
followed by ratification efforts in 
state after state. The debate over 
ratification will be vicious, marked 
by hateful stereotypes of gays as 
promiscuous child molesters bent 
on destroying everything good in 
American life. In this super¬ 
charged atmosphere, hate crimes 
go up. Other civil rights measures 
stall. Worst of all, the amendment 
is ratified. Since only 13 states may 
block any repeal of this amend¬ 
ment - and we know where they 
are - the possibility of gay mar¬ 
riage is ended for our lifetimes. 

But that is only one possible 
future. Here’s another. 

In the best-case scenario, Mass¬ 
achusetts gay marriages demon¬ 
strate that same-sex marriage is no 
threat to anyone. Straight married 
couples get on with their lives, un¬ 
affected. Children still have moth¬ 
ers and fathers. There is no plague 
of locusts upon the land. Massa¬ 
chusetts accordingly rejects a state 
constitutional amendment, either 
because the Legislature can’t 
muster the votes for a ban or be¬ 
cause the people of Massachusetts 


vote it down. Either way, the peo¬ 
ple will have spoken. Gay mar¬ 
riages in that state will have a de¬ 
mocratic legitimacy no court can 
confer. For the first time, gay mar¬ 
riage will have survived its most 
crucial test, the one in the court of 
democratic politics. 

The experience of Massachu¬ 
setts will embolden other states to 
start trying gay marriages, or at 
least civil unions followed quickly 
by marriage. State legislators will 
realize they don’t commit political 
suicide by voting for it. The mo¬ 
mentum gathers. Still no locusts. 
At the federal level, under 
the best-case scenario, 
Democrats find their 
backbone on this issue 
after all the support we’ve 
given them over the years 
and vote to reject a constitu¬ 
tional amendment. 
A few principled Re¬ 
publicans, loathe to 
write what Andrew 
Sullivan has called “graffiti” on the 
Constitution, and truly commit¬ 
ted to federalism, join the Democ¬ 
rats. State experimentation with 
gay marriage, free of congression¬ 
al meddling and federal court fiat, 
is allowed to proceed. 

The debate over the amend¬ 
ment and over state legislative ac¬ 
tion, and the existence of actual 
gay marriages, force people to 
think for the first time about why 
we would deny a loving, commit¬ 
ted couple a marriage license. 
Many Americans can’t come up 
with a good reason. Religious con¬ 
servative groups, like those run¬ 
ning to courts right now to stop 
people from marrying in San 
Francisco, look like the Grinch 
Who Stole Matrimony. Gay mar¬ 
riage, perhaps in our lifetime, is a 
reality across much of the country. 

Neither of these scenarios is 
foregone. The future is ours to 
make. The people of this country 
are basically decent and fair. They 
do not like to shut people out for 
no good reason. But they also do 
not like to be rushed into, or to be 
forced into, a change they rightly 
regard as having fundamental sig¬ 
nificance. Almost every time the 
people have had time to listen to 
our pleas, to consider the conse¬ 
quences, and to make a delibera¬ 
tive choice, equality has won. 

But above all, winning the right 
future will mean making it plain

to exchange vows as the media 
gathered inside Teng’s office. 
Wearing black pantsuits, Margo 
McShane and Alexandria D’A- 
mario pledged their love to one 
another and said “I do.” 

With that, Teng declared the 
two joined in matrimony and 
said, “I now pronounce you 
spouses for life.” 

“We are so thrilled for you,” 
said a smiling Teng, who toasted 
the couple with glasses of apple 
juice. 

The couple, who live in Napa, 
have wanted to marry for some 
time, said McShane, 34, a market¬ 
ing director. Domestic partners 
for two and a half years, the 
women said they plan on having 
another, more private ceremony 
with family and friends. 

“I would marry her 100 times 
if I have to because it is a right, “ 
said 38-year-old D’Amario, a psy¬ 
chotherapist who is four months 
pregnant with twins. 

Sarah Conner and Gillian 
Smith, partners for four years, 
witnessed the wedding only mo¬ 
ments after being the third couple 
to exchange vows. 

Conner, an employee at the 
California Pacific Medical Center 
Foundation, and Smith, a non¬ 
profit worker, said a friend of 
theirs with the American Civil 
Liberties Union had called them 
the night before to ask them if 
they would marry. 

The Oakland couple, domestic 
partners for the last three years, 
had planed on going to Canada in 
April to wed. “When this oppor¬ 
tunity came up we jumped at it,” 
said Conner, who called her father 
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Paula Williamson and Nikkole Gadsden are married in City Hall by 
Assessor Mabel Teng Friday, February 13. 


to inform him of the change in 
plans Wednesday night. “He 
wished he could be here.” 

“We will have a reception here 
for friends,” said Smith. “We are 
still going to go to Canada.” 

Observing the next couple ex¬ 
change vows, Smith said, “It will 
never get old to watch.” 

Almost as soon as San Francis¬ 
co began performing gay mar¬ 
riages, conservative groups were 
planning to appear in court to 
seek an injunction. Brilliantly ex¬ 
ecuted on a state holiday, the 
same-sex marriages were able to 
avoid legal action on Thursday, 
but the Campaign for California 
Families and the Alliance Defense 
Fund announced that they would 
file lawsuits on Friday in San 
Francisco Superior Court. 

As news of the weddings - and 
impending court cases to stop 
them - spread, same-sex couples 
from the Bay Area and beyond de¬ 
scended upon City Hall for a 
chance to wed. By Friday morn¬ 
ing, gay couples snaked through 
the doors of City Hall and lined 
up along the sidewalk. 

Several elected officials per¬ 
formed same-sex marriages 
throughout the week - including 
Assessor Teng; Supervisors Chris 
Daly, Bevan Dufty, and Fiona Ma; 
Assemblyman Mark Leno (D-San 
Francisco); school board member 
Heather Hiles; and former Assem¬ 
blywoman and current Board of 
Equalization Chairwoman Carole 
Migden - but Friday’s long line 
prompted many other city work¬ 
ers and others to be deputized on 
the spot in order to marry as 
many couples as possible. 

Friday’s marriages took place 
six to nine at a time along the Ro¬ 
tunda steps during the day. 

Simon Pitchford, 42, and his 
partner of 15 years Jim Munson, 
44, arrived at 7:30 a.m. and waited 
about 90 minutes to receive a 
marriage license. 

Munson, a university adminis¬ 
trator, said the couple decided just 
six months ago to become domes¬ 
tic partners and said of getting 
married, “It’s a big deal.” 

“A long time ago we had a dis¬ 
cussion where we said we will 
never get married,” said Pitchford, 
who works in biotech. 

After learning about the gay 
weddings through an Internet 
story, Munson said, “We decided 
then and there to do it as soon as 
we could.” 

“I never thought today would 
happen. I thought it would hap¬ 
pen but that it would take about 
10 years,” he added. 

The two never thought of 
going to Canada or Massachusetts 
this spring to wed, because “we 
wanted to do it in the city we live 
in and love,” said Pitchford. 

As for the legal battle brewing 
over their union, Munson said, 
“We know our marriage is valid.” 


“I think 15 and a half years 
proves that,” added Pitchford. 

School kids & weddings 

As two dozen Catholic school 
kids listened to a docent describe 
the architectural style of City 
Hall’s Rotunda, Terrance Alan, 
chair of the city’s Entertainment 
Commission, pledged his love and 
commitment to Cameron Eng, his 
partner of seven years. 

“It’s a historic moment proba¬ 
bly closed to us in the foreseeable 
future,” said Alan, 51, a club pro¬ 
moter. “If we had been a hetero 
couple this would have happened 
a long time ago.” 

As he exchanged vows with 
Alan, Eng said he was thinking not 
only how much he loved his part¬ 
ner, but also “how great a move 
this is. I am glad they finally got 
around to it.” 

“Straight people are getting the 
gonads the gay community has 
had long ago,” Alan said of the 
mayor and city officials willing to 
buck current laws prohibiting gay 
marriage. 

Other schools purposely 
brought their classrooms on field 
trips to City Hall to witness histo¬ 
ry and learn about diversity; stu¬ 
dents from El Dorado Elementary 
School were treated first-hand to 
a gay wedding, followed by a civics 
lesson from Jim Illig, who officiat¬ 
ed the ceremony. 

“Until yesterday, they couldn’t 
do this,” Illig explained to the stu¬ 
dents as they broke into applause 
for the married couple. “That’s 
why this is so important.” 

Also on Friday, Gustavo Serina 
married his partner of 36 years, 
Robert Melbourne. Serina, an 
early supporter of Newsom’s cam¬ 
paign for mayor, said he was not 
surprised by the mayor’s taking a 
stand for gay marriage, although 
he added, “ I didn’t know he 
would do this.” 

The two men, who have been 
registered domestic partners for 
10 years, exchanged the same 
rings they had bought for each 
other in Brazil on their 25th an¬ 
niversary. 

“I am happy to see gays and 
lesbians live an honest life,” said 
Melbourne, 80, a retired construc¬ 
tion worker. 

Fighting back tears, he recalled 
that when he was growing up, 
most gay people remained in the 
closet and could not leave the 
closet behind. Instead, he said 
“you were expected to get mar¬ 
ried. So many of my generation 
married and disappointed them¬ 
selves and the wives they mar¬ 
ried.” 

Former Texans Michael Craw¬ 
ford, 40, and Tom Hanus, 31, 
waited in line Friday for their 
chance to wed after being togeth¬ 
er 20 years. The two had a wed¬ 
ding ceremony at the MCC

Palm Springs: Gay vacation destination

T he activity on the sidewalk 
flustered Joni’s otherwise 
unflappable drill sergeant 
demeanor. As a Palm Springs tour 
bus guide for Celebrity Tours, and 
with an encyclopedic knowledge 
of the desert city, it was pretty 
hard to take Joni (who didn’t pro¬ 
vide her last name) off her mark. 
But the sight of two men passion¬ 
ately kissing on the street did it. 

“I got distracted by those two 
guys walking,” she told the bus¬ 
load of mostly senior tourists as 
the bus cruised along. “But I don’t 
think they were walking. They 
should take that to a room some¬ 
where,” she added with a laugh. 
Most of the crowd laughed back, 
seemingly enjoying the impromp¬ 
tu Palm Springs show. 

The bus cruised past many of 
the old celebrity homes that first 
put Palm Springs on the map as a 
celebrity getaway more than 60 
years ago but the sight of the two 
men was an appropriate reminder 
for what has become one of Palm 
Springs’ biggest revenue genera¬ 
tors now: gay tourism. 

At last count, the city of 47,000 
people boasts 37 gay resorts, more 
than any other city. And that’s not 
including the dozens of night¬ 
clubs, restaurants, and small busi¬ 
nesses that cater to gays and les¬ 
bians. About a third of the city is 
estimated to be gay, and with last 
November’s election, for the first

time the city has an openly gay 
mayor, Ron Oden, and a gay ma¬ 
jority on the city council. 

Most of the desert city’s gay re¬ 
sorts are in one of three neighbor¬ 
hoods. The biggest cluster of gay 
resorts is in the area known as 
Warm Sands, named after the 
main street in area. It’s about a 
half mile east of downtown. Just 
south of Warm Sands, along San 
Lorenzo Road, is home to another 
group of resorts. The hotels there 
boast the best views of Mt. San 
Jacinto. A third concentration of 
gay resorts is just north of down¬ 


town in the Old Las Palmas and 
Movie Colony neighborhood. 
This area is ideal for shoppers be¬ 
cause of its proximity to a number 
of small shops and antique deal¬ 
ers. 

What might be best described 
as the Castro Street of Palm 
Springs is a one-block stretch of 
Arenas Road, just off South Indi¬ 
an Canyon Drive, in downtown. It 
features a number of bars, restau¬ 
rants, and shops. You’ll find the 
popular clubs Hunter’s, Badlands, 
and Streetbar there. 

One of the beauties of Palm

Springs is that everything is pret¬ 
ty close to everything else and 
there are virtually no traffic jams. 
The airport is just three miles 
from downtown. Most of the gay 
resorts are a short drive from the 
city center. For those who prefer 
not to drive, the city also has pub¬ 
lic transit in the form of the Sun- 
bus or you can cab it or rent a 
bike. One of the two resorts where 
I stayed, the Triangle Inn, provides 
free bikes to its guests. 

The city has two resorts that 
cater to lesbians and the other 35 
to gay men. The lesbian resorts, 
Casitas Laquita and the Queen of 
Hearts Resort, are south of down¬ 
town. Casitas Laquita is on 450 
East Palm Canyon Drive and 
Queen of Hearts is just two blocks 
behind it on 435 Avenida Olan- 
cha. The Palm Springs Bureau of 
Tourism issues an official gay vis¬ 
itors’ guide that lists descriptions 
of all the resorts along with a map. 
The bureau also has a fulltime gay 
liaison, former San Franciscan Jeff 
Hocker, who makes it his job to 
keep Palm Springs in the forefront 
of gay travel destinations. The 
Chamber of Commerce in neigh¬ 
boring Cathedral City doesn’t 
offer a gay guide but the Palm 
Springs area LGBT publication, 
Bottom Line, publishes a business 
guide that includes Cathedral 
City, www.psbottomline.com. 

Although sex and the prospect 
of hooking up drives much of the 
resort business, there is a grada¬ 
tion of the cruise quotient. For ex¬ 
ample, the upscale Hacienda 
Warm Sands caters mainly to gay 
couples while many of its Warm 
Sands neighbors focus their mar¬ 
keting toward singles. 

Most of the resorts are owned 
by gay couples and that personal 
gay touch shows. I took an unan¬ 
nounced tour of most of the re¬ 


sorts and was impressed by the 
impeccable level of maintenance 
and attention to detail. Some of 
the resorts promote a sexually- 
charged atmosphere and some do 
not, but regardless of the sexual 
temperature, most owners main¬ 
tain an atmosphere of friendliness 
that gets transmitted through to 
the staff and guests. 

Another feature you will find 
in most of the Palm Springs re¬ 
sorts: rooms with kitchenettes 
complete with all the kitchen 
utensils you’ll need. Personally, I’d 
rather not go through the bother 
of cooking in my room but I met 
a few people who said they like the 
novelty of being able to eat a 
home-cooked meal away from 
home. 

The bulk of the gay resorts and 
clubs are in Palm Springs city lim¬ 
its, but its neighboring city, Cathe¬ 
dral City, also features a growing 
gay scene. Business owners there 
are sensitive to any perception 
that they are separate from the 
Palm Springs community and are 
quick to point out that Cathedral 
City is closer to many points of in¬ 
terest in Palm Springs than parts 
of Palm Springs itself. 

The largest full-service gay 
hotel in the Palm Springs area is 
the Villa Resort Palm Springs, 
about 500 yards over the border in 
Cathedral City. The upscale resort 
features lush landscaping and a 
restaurant and bar. Expansion 
plans are in the works to annex a 
recently acquired 2.5-acre lot that 
will double the resort’s current 
space. 

Another of Cathedral City’s 
mega-resorts is the Cathedral City 
Boys’ Club. It has 32 rooms. That 
puts it on par with some of Palm 
Springs’ largest resorts, and with 
its expansive 3.5 acres, it has room 
for all the people who use it on a 
day/night pass as an outdoor 
bathhouse or a place to just relax 
in a gay clothing-optional envi¬ 
ronment. 

A room in a Palm Springs area 
resort starts at about $80. Most 
have a wide variety from which to 
chose. Most will give you a choice 
of a standard room or suite and 
some are much more like apart¬ 
ments than hotel suites. The Tri¬ 
angle Inn will rent you a whole 
house that’s attached to the resort. 
Most resorts provide a free break¬ 
fast and that usually means real 
food, not just coffee and dough¬ 
nuts.

Patient Information 

NORVIR® 

(Nor-veer) 

Generic Name: ritonavir 
(rit-ON-uh-veer) 

Please read this leaflet carefully before you start taking NORVIR. 
Also, read it each time you get your NORVIR prescription refilled, 
just in case something has changed. Remember that this information 
does not take the place of careful discussions with your doctor when 
you start this medication and at check ups. 

You should remain under a doctor’s care when taking NORVIR and you 
should not change or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 
You should tell your doctor about any medicine you are taking or 
planning to take because taking NORVIR with some medications 
can result in serious or life-threatening problems. 

Talk to your doctor if you have any questions about NORVIR. Your 
doctor or pharmacist can also give you more information about NORVIR. 
What is NORVIR and how does it work? 

NORVIR is in a class of medicines called the HTV protease (PRO-tee- 
ase) inhibitors. NORVIR is used in combination with other anti-HIV 
medicines to treat people with human immunodeficiency virus (HIV) 
infection. NORVIR is for adults and for children age 2 years and older. 
HTV infection leads to the destruction of CD4 (T) cells, which are 
important to the immune system. After a large number of CD 4 (T) 
cells have been destroyed, acquired immune deficiency syndrome 
(AIDS) develops. 

NORVIR blocks HTV protease, a chemical which is needed for HIV 
to multiply. NORVIR reduces the amount of HTV in your blood and 
increases the number of CD 4 (T) cells. Patients who took NORVIR 
in clinical studies had significant reductions in both death and AIDS 
defining diseases; however NORVIR may not have these effects in 
all patients. 

Does NORVIR cure HIV or AIDS? 

NORVIR does not cure HIV infection or AIDS. The long-term 
effects of NORVIR are not known at this time. People taking 
NORVIR may still get opportunistic infections or other 
conditions that happen with HIV infection. Some of these 
conditions are pneumonia, herpes virus infections, and 
Mycobacterium avium complex (MAC) infections. 

Does NORVIR reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 
NORVIR does not reduce the risk of passing HTV to others through 
sexual contact or blood contamination. Continue to practice safe sex 
and do not use or share dirty needles. 

How should I take NORVIR? 

• You should stay under a doctor’s care when taking NORVIR. Do 
not change your treatment or stop treatment without first talking 
with your doctor. 

• It is very important that you take NORVIR every day exacdy as 
your doctor prescribed it. 

• The usual dose for adults is six 100 mg capsules or 7.5 mL of the 
oral solution twice a day (morning and night), in combination with 
other anti-HTV medicines. 

• The dosing of NORVIR may be different for you than for other 
patients. Follow the directions from your doctor, exactly as written 
on the label. 

• Children from 2 to 16 years of age can also take NORVIR. The 
child’s doctor will decide the right dose based on the child’s height 
and weight. 

• Take NORVIR with food if possible. 

• NORVIR Oral Solution is peppermint/caramel flavored. You can 
take it alone, or improve the taste by mixing it with 8 ounces of 
chocolate milk. Ensure®, or Advera®. NORVIR Oral Solution 
should be taken within 1 hour if mixed with these items. Ask your 
doctor, nurse or pharmacist about other ways to improve the taste 
of NORVIR Oral Solution. 

• Do not change or stop taking NORVIR without first talking with 
your health care provider. 

• When your NORVIR supply starts to run low, get more from your 
doctor or pharmacy. This is very important because the amount of 
virus in your blood may increase if the medicine is stopped for 
even a short time. The virus may develop resistance to NORVIR 
and become harder Jo treat. 

• Be sure to set up a schedule and follow it carefully. 

• Only take medicine that has been prescribed specifically for you. 
Do not give NORVIR to others or take medicine prescribed for 
someone else. 

What should I do if I miss a dose of NORVIR? 

It is important that you do not miss any doses. If you miss a dose of 
NORVIR, take it as soon as possible and then take your next scheduled 
dose at its regular time. If it is almost time for your next dose, wait and 
take the next dose at the regular time. Do not double the next dose. 
What happens if I take too much NORVIR? 

If you think that you took more than the prescribed dose of this 
medicine, contact your local poison control center or emergency 
room immediately. 


As with all prescription medicines, NORVIR should be kept out of 
the reach of young children. NORVIR liquid contains a large amount 
of alcohol. If a toddler or young child accidentally drinks more than 
the recommended dose of NORVIR, it could make him/her sick from 
too much alcohol. Contact your local poison control center or 
emergency room immediately if this happens. 

Who should not take NORVIR? 

Together with your doctor, you need to decide whether NORVIR is 
right for you. 

• Do not take NORVIR if you are taking certain medicines. These 
could cause serious side effects that could cause death. Before you 
take NORVIR, you must tell your doctor about all the medicines you 
are taking or are planning to take. These include other prescription 
and nonprescription medicines and herbal supplements. 

For more information about medicines you should not take with 
NORVIR, please read the section “MEDICINES YOU SHOULD 
NOT TAKE WITH NORVIR.” 

• Do not take NORVIR if you have had a serious allergic reaction to 
NORVIR or any of its ingredients. 

Can I take NORVIR with other medications?* 

NORVIR may interact with other medicines, including those you 
take without a prescription. You must tell your doctor about all the 
medicines you are taking or are planning to take. 

MEDICINES YOU SHOULD NOT TAKE WITH NORVIR. 

• Do not take the following medicines with NORVIR because they can 
cause serious or life-threatening problems such as irregular 
heartbeat, breathing difficulties or excessive sleepiness could occur: 

Cordarone® (amiodarone) 

Ergotamine, ergonovine, methylergonovine, and 
dihydroergotamine such as Cafergot®, 

Migranal®, D.H.E 45®, and others 
Halcion® (triazolam) 

Hismanal® (astemizole) 

Orap® (pimozide) 

Propulsid® (cisapride) 

Quinidine, also known as Quinaglute®, Cardioquin®, 
Quinidex®, and others 
Rythmol® (propafenone) 

Scldane® (terfenadine) 

Tambocor® (flecainide) 

Vascor® (bepridil) 

Versed® (midazolam) 

• Do not take NORVIR with St. John’s wort (hypericum 
perforatum), an herbal product sold as a dietary supplement or 
products containing St. John’s wort. Talk with your doctor if you 
are taking or are planning to take St. John’s wort. Taking St. John’s 
wort may decrease NORVIR levels and lead to increased viral load 
and possible resistance to NORVIR or cross-resistance to other 
antiretroviral medicines. 

• Do not take NORVIR with the cholesterol-lowering medicines 
Mevacoi® (lovastatin) or Zocor® (simvastatin) because of possible 
serious reactions. There is also an increased risk of drug 
interactions between NORVIR and Lipitor® (atorvastatin); talk to 
your doctor before you take any of these cholesterol-reducing 
medicines with NORVIR. 

Medicines that may require dosage adjustments: 

It is possible that your doctor may need to increase or decrease the dose 
of other medicines when you are also taking NORVIR. Remember to 
tell your doctor all medicines you are taking or plan to take. 

• The following medicines require dose reduction if taken with 
NORVIR: 

If you are taking Viagra® (sildenafil), your doctor may 
lower your dose of Viagra. 

Before you take Viagra with NORVIR, talk to your doctor about 
possible drug interactions and side effects. If you take Viagra 
and NORVIR together, you may be at risk of side effects of 
Viagra such as low blood pressure, visual changes, and penile 
erection lasting more than 4 hours. If an erection lasts longer 
than 4 hours, you should get medical help immediately to avoid 
permanent damage to your penis. Your doctor can explain these 
symptoms to you. 

• If you are taking Oral contraceptives (“the pill”) to prevent 
pregnancy, your doctor should increase the dose or you should use 
a different type of contraception since NORVIR may reduce the 
effectiveness of oral contraceptives. 

• If you are taking Mycobutin® (rifabutin), your doctor will lower 
the dose of Mycobutin. 

• Other Special Considerations: 

NORVIR oral solution contains alcohol. Talk with your doctor if 
you are taking or planning to take metronidazole or disulfiram. 
Severe nausea and vomiting can occur. 

• If you are taking both didanosine (Videx) and NORVIR: 
Didanosine and NORVIR should be separated by at least 2.5 horns. 

• Rifampin, also known as Rimactane®, Rifadin®, Rifatei®, or 
Rifamate®, may reduce blood levels of NORVIR. Be sure to tell 
your doctor if you are taking rifampin. 

What are the possible side effects of NORVIR? 

• This list of side effects is not complete. If you have questions about 
side effects, ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. You should 
report any new or continuing symptoms to your doctor right away. 
Your doctor may be able to help you manage these side effects. 

• The most commonly reported side effects are: feeling weak/tired, 
nausea, vomiting, diarrhea, loss of appetite, abdominal pain, 
changes in taste, tingling feeling or numbness in hands or feet or 
around the lips, headache, and dizziness. 

• Blood tests in patients taking NORVIR may show possible liver 
problems. People with liver disease such as Hepatitis B and 


Hepatitis C who take NORVIR may have worsening liver disease. 
Liver problems including rare cases of death have occurred in 
patients taking NORVIR. It is unclear if NORVIR caused these 
liver problems because some patients had other illnesses or were 
taking other medicines. 

• Some patients taking NORVIR can develop serious problems with 
their pancreas (pancreatitis) which may cause death. Tell your 
doctor if you have nausea, vomiting, or abdominal pain. These 
may be signs of pancreatitis. 

• Some patients have large increases in triglycerides and cholesterol. 
The long-term chance of getting complications such as heart 
attacks or stroke due to increases in triglycerides and cholesterol 
caused by protease inhibitors is not known at this time. 

• Diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia) have occurred in 
patients taking protease inhibitors. Some patients had diabetes 
before starting protease inhibitors, others did not. Some patients 
need changes in their diabetes medication. Others needed new 
diabetes medication. 

• Changes in body fat have been seen in some patients taking 
antiretroviral therapy. These changes may include increased 
amount of fat in the upper back and neck (“buffalo hump”), breast 
and around the trunk. Loss of fat from the legs, arms and face may 
also happen. The cause and long term health effects of these 
conditions are not known at this time. 

• Some patients with hemophilia have increased bleeding with 
protease inhibitors. 

• Allergic reactions ranging from mild to severe have occurred in 
patients taking NORVIR. 

There have been other side effects noted in patients receiving 
NORVIR; however, these side effects may have been due to other 
medicines that patients were taking or to the illness itself. Some of 
these side effects can be serious. If you have questions about side 
effects, ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. You should report any 
new or persistent symptoms to your doctor immediately. 

What should I tell my doctor before taking NORVIR? 

• If you are pregnant or planning to become pregnant: The effects of 
NORVIR on pregnant women or their unborn babies are not known. 

• If you are breast-feeding: Do not breast-feed if you are taking 
NORVIR. You should not breast-feed if you have HIV. If you are a 
woman who has or will have a baby, talk with your doctor about the 
best way to feed your baby. You should be aware that if your baby 
does not already have HTV, there is a chance that HIV can be 
transmitted through breast-feeding. 

• If you have liver problems: If you have liver problems or are 
infected with Hepatitis B or Hepatitis C, you should tell your 
doctor before taking NORVIR. 

• If you have diabetes: Some people taking protease inhibitors 
develop new or more serious diabetes or high blood sugar. Be sure 
to tell your doctor if you have diabetes or an increase in thirst 
and/or frequent urination. 

•If you have hemophilia: Some people with hemophilia have had 
increased bleeding. It is not known whether the protease inhibitors 
caused these problems. Be sure to tell your doctor if you have 
hemophilia types A and B. 

How do I store NORVIR? 

• Keep NORVIR and all other medicines out of the reach of 
children. 

• Store NORVIR Oral Solution at room temperature. Do not 
refrigerate NORVIR Oral Solution. Avoid exposing NORVIR Oral 
Solution to excessive heat or cold. 

• Refrigeration of NORVIR soft gelatin capsules by the patient is 
recommended, but not required if used within 30 days and stored 
below 77°F (25°C). Avoid exposing NORVIR soft gelatin capsules 
to excessive heat or cold. 

• Store NORVIR soft gelatin capsules' and NORVIR Oral Solution 
in the original container. 

• Shake NORVIR Oral Solution well before each use. 

• Use NORVIR Oral Solution by the expiration date on the bottle. 
Do not keep medicine that is out of date or that you no longer need. Be 
sure that if you throw any medicine away, it is out of the reach of children. 
General advice about prescription medicines: 

Talk to your doctor or other health care provider if you have any 
questions about this medicine or your condition. Medicines are 
sometimes prescribed for purposes other than those listed in a Patient 
Information Leaflet. If you have any concerns about this medicine, 
ask your doctor. Your doctor or pharmacist can give you information 
about this medicine that was written for health care professionals. Do 
not use this medicine for a condition for which it was not prescribed. 
Do not share this medicine with other people.

Liberace’s legacy 
lives in Palm Springs

he spirit of Liberace is alive 
and well in Palm Springs 
and is inhabited in the body 
of Stefan Hemming. 

The former model and 
Swedish native now lives in Liber¬ 
ace’s house on 501 North Belardo 
Road in Palm Springs. If you for¬ 
get the house number, just look 
for the candelabra out front. 

Liberace bought the house in 
1966 and it was the place where he 
died of AIDS in 1987. 

Hemming was a longtime 
friend of the entertainer and he 
has kept the home in much the 
same way as when Liberace lived 
there. The expansive mansion fea¬ 
tures a center courtyard with an 
observation tower. It has 8,000 
square feet with eight bedrooms, 
nine bathrooms, and of course, a 
pool and the obligatory gazebo. 

The affable Hemming enjoys 
talking to sightseers and seems to 
get a kick out of the tour buses that 


make their regular runs around his 
property. The drivers are on a first 
name basis with him. The home is 
not generally open for tours but 
Hemming agreed to take this 
writer and reporters from the 
Washington Times and France’s 
largest newspaper, Le Monde, for a 
mini-tour of the house. 

Each room is impeccably 
maintained in Liberace’s opulent 
style. Hemming said he is happy 
that he was able to keep up the 
house as it was when Liberace 
lived there. At one point in the 
tour, Hemming literally blended 
in with his surroundings. His tiger 
print shirt matched the wallpaper 
in an African safari-themed room. 
Each bedroom is decorated in an¬ 
tiques and each bathroom is a des¬ 
tination in itself. One features 
floor to ceiling tile paintings of 
mostly naked Greeks doing what 
mostly naked Greeks do. Another 
bathroom is almost complete in 
white marble. And of course, 
chandeliers are everywhere and I 
saw at least two grand pianos. 


Although he’s toyed with the 
idea of putting it on the market, 
Hemming is concerned that a new 
owner would change it or worse. 

“I think it would become a 
parking lot, unfortunately, when 
the land becomes popular,” he 
said. 

Hemming prefers to think of 
the happy times the entertainer 
spent in the house and doesn’t like 
discussing his death. 

“I don’t know why people talk 
about that,” he explained. “If you 
buy a house in San Francisco, 30 
people have died in it.” 

After his modeling career, 
Hemming worked in the real es¬ 
tate business in San Francisco. 
He’s retired now and delights in 
being able to host parties and 
community events in his home. 

If you’re wondering how old he 
is, I swallowed my manners. I did 
my journalistic duty. I asked. He 
wouldn’t tell. He said that a re¬ 
porter from a local paper also 
asked and he wouldn’t tell him ei¬ 
ther. T

see. The bar and restaurant is the 
unofficial gathering place for 
many of the desert city’s gay 
movers and shakers. Other well- 
known eateries include Spike’s, 
and the recently opened Wang’s, 
Cosswalk Cafe, Hamburger 
Mary’s, Rainbow Cactus Cafe, 
Spikes, and Tomboyz Cafe. 

There are more than 90 restau¬ 
rants in Palm Springs alone. 

Shopping 

The are several small gay gift 
and book stores scattered 
throughout downtown Palm 
Springs including in the heart of 
gay Palm Springs, along Arenas 
Road, where you’ll find the gay-fo¬ 
cused retailers GayMart, Classic 
Chic, and Bling. 

Palm Springs also has a repu¬ 
tation for being one of the best 
places to buy antiques. Several 
such stores are clustered along 
North Palm Canyon Drive be¬ 
tween Tachevah Drive and Amado 
Road. That area is known as the 
Uptown Heritage Antique and 
Gallery District. The proprietor of 
the Dwight Polen store and long¬ 
time Asian antique aficionado 
Tony Larcombe told the Bay Area 
Reporter that about 40 percent of 
his business is from tourists, many 
of whom are attracted to the bar¬ 
gains and the selection that they 


can’t get at home. 

Getting there 

Starting at about $125 round- 
trip, Alaska Airlines has three 
nonstop flights leaving from San 
Francisco - and one from San 
Jose’s airport - to Palm Springs 
each day. I took advantage of a 
special Alaska Airlines was run¬ 
ning and got away with a fare of 
$107 round-trip, including taxes. 
Expect to pay about $20 more for 
the cheapest ticket now. But the 
least expensive ticket usually 
means that you will have to depart 
in the evening and return on an 
early morning flight. Several other 
airlines fly to Palm Springs, but 
most make you change planes in 
Los Angeles. From now until May, 
United has one nonstop flight on 
Saturday and Sunday between San 
Francisco and Palm Springs. 

Once you get there, you’ll find 
that renting a car at the Palm 
Springs airport couldn’t be more 
streamlined. The rental car com¬ 
panies share a lot just steps from 
their airport counters, directly 
across from baggage claim. Just 
check in, get the keys, and you’re 
on your way. I found a huge price 
difference in rental companies. I 
wound up paying a little less than 
$20/day at Dollar. Other bigger 
companies wanted nearly twice 
that for the same car. Your best bet 
is to use a good travel site like Or- 
bitz, Travelocity, or Expedia. Lock 
in the cheapest rate you can find 


early. Then, a day or two before 
you leave, check again to see if the 
companies are offering any last- 
minute deals. You might also want 
to check out Hotwire.com or 
Priceline.com for last-minute bar¬ 
gains. Or you may want to save all 
that trouble and call a good travel 
agent to make your arrangements. 

There are also shuttle services, 
and of course taxi service that will 
take you on the short drive to the 
city center. ▼

“We saw it on the CNN Web 
site. It shocked us,” said Crawford. 

“This is just absolutely won¬ 
derful,” said Hanus. “We got here 
at 6 p.m. Thursday but the office 
was closed. It was a trial run for 
today.” 

Unlike their first wedding cer¬ 
emony, Hanus said “now we can 
say not only are we married to 
each other but, yes, we are mar¬ 
ried.” 

Exchanging their original wed¬ 
ding rings, melted down from ob¬ 
jects the two men owned, Hanus 
said “we had a ceremony 12 years 
ago but are getting our license 
today.” 

Crockett couple Daniel Wein¬ 
stein, 43, and Dean Kelch, 42, took 
BART to the city to get married 
one year after becoming domestic 
partners. 

“It was a little emotional,” said 
Weinstein, who has been with his 
partner for 21 years.

“To be against gay marriage is 
to be against marriage period,” 
added Weinstein. 

Many of Friday’s couples said 
they considered themselves to be 
ordinary citizens who were not 
usually political, but the moment 
offered them an opportunity to be 
celebrated, as well as counted. 

“Oh my god, you guys are 
holding hands!” remarked a 
younger brother of one such bride 
as he followed his sister and part¬ 
ner to the altar. The women - who 
graciously accepted six different 
cameras in their faces just mo¬ 
ments after their first public dis¬ 
play of affection - asked to remain 
anonymous in print. 

Later that afternoon, it was an¬ 
nounced that the court hearing 
for the injunction had been de¬ 
layed until Tuesday, February 17, 
which meant that marriages could 
continue throughout the week¬ 
end. 

When the city clerk’s office 
closed for the day, Friday’s mar¬ 
riages were moved to the second 
floor, with judges and deputies 
stationed throughout different 
stone archways to perform cere¬ 
monies. Like a market or festival, 
spectators roamed the long 
looped corridors throughout the 
evening, stopping in at each nook 
to glimpse the show inside. 

Many couples who did not have 
the time to be outfitted in formal 
attire chose creative costumes, 
from coordinated Hawaiian or 
Western themes, to matching col¬ 
ored denim and hip-hop suits. 

Those who were unable to 
round up their families on such 
short notice asked strangers- 
turned-friends in line to serve as 
their legal witnesses and photog¬ 
raphers. Witnesses also often 
served as telephone operators, 
calling the couples’ families and 
holding the cell phones to the cer¬ 
emony so that long-distance rela¬ 
tives could be there for the vows. 

The evening ended with a city- 
sponsored reception and appear¬ 
ances and speeches from New¬ 
som, Leno, Dufty, and others. 

Weekend wedding blitz 

From Thursday through the 


long holiday weekend and into 
early this week, each day at City 
Hall seemed to exude its own 
unique flavor. 

If Friday’s ceremonies were the 
regional revolution, Saturday’s 
ceremonies felt more global in 
scale; an overwhelming number of 
out-of-towners descended upon 
City Hall, and the line to get mar¬ 
ried started inside and wrapped 
around the outside of the build¬ 
ing. 

One couple said they had dri¬ 
ven from Minnesota on Thursday 
upon hearing the news, while oth¬ 
ers hopped on expensive last- 
minute flights from the East Coast 
and from other countries entirely. 

Saturday’s same-sex marriages 
were held on the fourth floor of 
City Hall, as the first and second 
floors had been reserved months 
in advance by opposite-sex cou¬ 
ples for their Valentine’s Day wed¬ 
dings. Many more volunteers were 
on hand to serve as witnesses and 
deputies in order to marry as 
many same-sex couples as possi¬ 
ble. 

Hundreds of couples had to be 
turned away on Saturday, but vol¬ 
unteers enabled City Hall to re¬ 
main open on Sunday and Mon¬ 
day despite its scheduled closure. 

Sunday offered another chance 
for those previously turned away, 
although the line once again 
wrapped around the outside of 
the building. 

Because there was more time 
to invite extended families, Sun¬ 
day’s weddings featured a variety 
of religious and cultural tradi¬ 
tions, and the ceremonies re¬ 
turned to the staircase and the 
stone nooks of the second-floor 
corridors. 

At about 4 p.m. on Sunday, Joe 
Caruso, the mayor’s director of 
neighborhood services, an¬ 
nounced that those still outside 
would not be getting married that 
day. 

“We have married over 1,500 
couples since Thursday,” Caruso 
told the cheering crowd. “You 
have witnessed history, and you 
have made history.” 

Caruso urged those in line to 
return on Monday for the 8 a.m. 
City Hall opening, but many 
weary travelers decided they were 
not going to risk being turned 
away again. 

“Camp Wanna Be Wed,” as one 
couple named it, was instantly set 
up along the grounds, even as the 
rain began to fall. Hundreds more 
arrived into the night, with the 
line once again wrapping around 
City Hall by midnight. 

At 3 a.m. on Monday morning, 
the rain was falling hard and re¬ 
lentlessly, and gusts of wind swept 
the water into open tarps and 
tents. Temperatures were in the 
low 40s. 

Nevertheless, the mood on the 
street was upbeat, with raucous 
laughter shaking the various 
forms of protective plastic. 

“I think that all couples should 
have to do this before they get 
married,” joked Heathen Smioly 
(now Blevins) of San Francisco, 
who had been standing in line 
since early Sunday and had se¬ 
cured a place for herself and her 
partner not far from the steps of 
City Hall. 

“Seriously,” a nearby friend 
joked back, wiping rain from his 
face, “we should be demanding 
reparations.” 

Around this time, some Good 
Samaritans arrived with large Sty¬ 
rofoam cases of hot chocolate and 
oatmeal for those who were brav¬ 
ing the night. Earlier that evening, 
according to sources, students 
from the California Culinary 
Academy brought vats of hot 
tomato soup to the freezing, wet 
couples. Action alerts were posted 
around the Internet at about 5 


p.m. when it became apparent 
that the dozens of couples in line 
did not plan to go home to sleep. 

“These couples need our sup¬ 
port so they don’t get discouraged, 
so close to their goal. This has all 
happened so fast that many have 
come unprepared,” said one such 
alert on a San Francisco online 
forum. “Things they need or can 
use: bottled water; pillows or 
cushions; comfy chairs, blankets, 
sleeping bags, or jackets; umbrel¬ 
las, plastic sheets; moist tow- 
elettes; hot coffee or tea.” 

First in line for Monday’s wed¬ 
dings was Rich Chapin, from Mon¬ 
terey, who along with Rick Tus¬ 
cany, his partner of 15 years, had 
driven up to San Francisco two 
days earlier. They were turned away 
on both Saturday and Sunday. 

“It’ll happen for us,” said 
Chapin under his makeshift house 
with an umbrella roof and trash 
bag walls. “But it’s worth it just to 
be a part of this, to show support.” 

While some in line were able to 
secure a few hours of sleep on the 
wet, cold concrete, other campers 
sported heat lamps and cooking 
equipment, creating a late-night 
community of new friends within 
their immediate proximity. 

The diligence paid off, as the 
city was able to marry 825 couples 
on Monday, breaking all previous 
records. Including the time it took 
to process all the licenses and 
record the marriages, it was esti¬ 
mated that the city was perform¬ 
ing marriages at a rate of one per 
minute. 

Tuesday, February 17 was the 
date for two separate court hear¬ 
ings seeking to stop the marriages, 
which meant most of those in line 
for that day were from California, 
fully aware that they may not leave 
with official marriage certificates, 
but willing and able to take that 
risk. 

“It’s about refusing to be invis¬ 
ible,” said Ann Vugrin, 31, who 
was with her partner of six years, 
Liz Burke, 30. 

The couple arrived early that 
morning from Oakland when 
they realized that marriages were 
still being performed. As of 11 
a.m. - the scheduled time of the 
first court hearing - they were still 
in line on Polk Street and were not 
sure if they would be able to get 
inside. 

“If we don’t get it, then oh, 
well,” said Burke. “We still wanted 
to show up, and show that couples 
are still here.” 

Shortly afterward, it was an¬ 
nounced that the 11 a.m. court 
case had been denied a full hear¬ 
ing until Friday, February 20. The 
outside line erupted into ap¬ 
plause, and 25 more couples were 
immediately let into City Hall, as 
the San Francisco Gay Men’s 
Chorus provided inspirational 
songs for the waiting couples out¬ 
side. 

A little after 3 p.m., when the 
line had been moved inside City 
Hall, it was announced that those 
who had not yet received numbers 
to secure their licenses probably 
would not get married that day. 
Dozens decided to stay in line 
anyway. 

“If we do not receive a stay 
from the court today, then we will 
begin processing marriage licens¬ 
es at 8 a.m. tomorrow,” an¬ 
nounced a.City Hall worker.

Cardoza noted that his client 
changed her name to Enlow- 
Smith. “She’s ecstatic about it and 
very thankful for the opportunity 
to get married,” the attorney said. 

Cardoza said that his client 
should be “exceptionally proud,” 
because after losing someone she 
loved so deeply, she was able to 
go forward with her life and help 
lobby for gay rights legislation in 
Whipple’s memory.

Among other pro¬ 
visions, AB25 gives domestic 
partners comparable rights to 
married couples in civil court 
cases. ▼

Punctuation, deadlines upend 
gay marriage court cases

ntigay foes fighting to stop 
the same-sex wedding cere¬ 
monies taking place in City 
Hall saw their cases derailed for 
the moment due to missed dead¬ 
lines, a wrong fax number, and the 
placement of punctuation. 

For gay and lesbian couples 
clamoring to exchange vows, 13 
was a lucky number when a judge 
ruled last Friday, February 13, that 
lawyers for the Prop. 22 Legal De¬ 
fense and Education Fund failed 
to meet a 10 a.m. notification 
deadline and postponed hearing 
their request for an immediate 
stay until Tuesday. 

In order for the case to be 
heard, the city had to receive no¬ 
tice by 10 a.m. the day before the 
hearing. According to Therese 
Stewart, deputy city attorney, the 


city did not receive notice until 
Friday morning and only received 
the court papers an hour and a 
half prior to the 2 p.m. hearing. 

The decision by San Francisco 
Superior Court Judge James War¬ 
ren led city officials to open City 
Hall throughout the holiday 
weekend, in effect opening the 
doors to thousands of same-sex 
couples wishing to say “I do.” 

A second antigay group, Cam¬ 
paign for California Families, also 
failed to meet proper notification 
requirements for a judge to hear 
its case Tuesday morning. The 
problem turned out to be a wrong 
fax number. 

According to Stewart, neither 
the mayor’s office, the clerk’s office 
nor the city attorney’s office re¬ 
ceived notice of the hearing by 10 
a.m. Friday. She said the first no¬ 
tice came at 2:30 p.m. that a case 
would be filed, but there was no 


indication of a date or time for the 
hearing. It was only at 4:30 p.m. 
that a date and time for the pro¬ 
ceedings was faxed to the clerk’s 
office. 

On Tuesday, Stewart argued 
the city had not received all the 
paperwork in the case, noting the 
lawyers for CCF had faxed the 
documents to the wrong number. 
Both the area code and local num¬ 
ber were wrong. 

“I am speculating that is why it 
didn’t make it to the mayor’s of¬ 
fice,” said Stewart. 

Rena Lindevaldsen, an attor¬ 
ney for the Liberty Counsel, dis¬ 
agreed with Stewart’s argument 
that the city was unaware of the 
case. 

“The county clerk’s office was 
open all weekend. The press had 
reported that the two cases were 
going on. Everyone knew about

couple to wed last week, said Tues¬ 
day was a “great day for the city” 
and a “very big victory for the 
couples.” He predicted that as each 
day passes where gay couples can 
wed, “people will see the sky does¬ 
n’t fall and it will be that much 
harder to stop” the weddings from 


continuing. 

Though he added, “We are at 
the very beginning stages of a legal 
battle that in all likelihood will fall 
upon the California Supreme 
Court to decide. I have no doubt 
the court will say this is allow¬ 
able.” 

If anything, the gay weddings 
that have taken place since last 
Thursday are educating Ameri¬ 
cans about the discrimination gay 


couples face, said Tamara Lange, 
an attorney with the American 
Civil Liberties Union. “This is an 
issue a lot of people didn’t under¬ 
stand. They didn’t know [gay cou¬ 
ples] couldn’t get married.” 

On Friday, February 20 both 
sides in the CCF case will be back 
in court, while the Prop. 22 at¬ 
torneys and the city will be back 
before Judge Warren on March 
29. T

Fumble 

A few facts about former 49ers 
trainer Lyndsy McLean have been 
inaccurate before and after my ar¬ 
ticle about him. Let’s clarify a few 
things, at least from my end, 
which I got wrong from the ESPN 
magazine article. 

McLean went to Vanderbilt 


University, not Vanderbilt College, 
and was the head trainer at UC 
Santa Barbara, San Jose State, and 
was the Head Athletic Trainer at 
the University of Michigan, most 
definitely not Michigan State. 

McLean also clarified that he 
believes Major League Baseball, 
“has a terrible testing program for 
steroids,” he said, clarifying our 
interview. “The players union in 
MLB has been the stumbling 
block. On the other hand, the NFL 
testing program is extensive and 
pretty darn effective.” 

Considering Attorney General 
John Ashcroft’s indictments last 
week of four men associated with 
the Bay Area lab Balco regarding 
steroids allegedly sold to athletes 
(including Major League Baseball 
players), his reiteration is rather 
relevant. 

One thing McLean was clear 
about was not naming football 
players who harassed him during 
his tenure with the 49ers. 

The Boston Globe has not only 
named one player, but asked him 
about the incident. Ted Washing¬ 
ton, a free agent defensive tackle, 
who played on this year’s Patriots’ 
Super Bowl team, purports an 
image of a do-good jock, with his 
own nonprofit foundation. 

The ESPN magazine article 
about McLean describes “a 350- 
pound lineman [who] would 
chase [McLean] around, grab him 
from behind, push him against a 
locker, and simulate rape. ... The 
lineman, a starter in this year’s 
Super Bowl, reprised his act 
whenever he could; even after he 
was traded to another team, he’d 
sneak up on McLean in the locker 
room and alongside the team 
bus.”

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49ers director of public rela¬ 
tions Kirk Reynolds called the in¬ 
cident, “disturbing and bizarre.” 

Using a string of stats, the 
Globe article states, “Clearly Wash¬ 
ington was the player in question,” 
and that the bus incident to which 
McLean referred occurred Octo¬ 
ber 28,2001, following a 49ers loss 
at Chicago. 

Washington’s agent, Angelo 
Wright, confirmed to the Globe 
that the unidentified player was in 
fact Washington, while defending 
his client’s behavior. 

Wright is in contract negotia¬ 
tions with the Patriots, who al¬ 
legedly have high standards of be¬ 
havior that don’t include assault¬ 
ing your trainer. Wright seems to 
think his client shouldn’t be re¬ 
sponsible for his actions. 

“Lindsy’s just trying to sell 
some books,” Wright told the 
Globe. “He’s pointing Ted out so 
he can sell more books. It’s an 
NFL locker room. It is what it is. 
It’s the last bastion of male domi¬ 
nance. He’s trying to single out 
Ted Washington. Call everybody 
out. Charles Haley, Larry Roberts, 
Kevin Fagan. Don’t single one guy 
out.” 

Wright goes on: “There were a 
lot worse stories to tell about that 
team in the ’80s ... I’m not saying 
it was right or wrong, but in a 
locker room scene, what do you 
expect? Whatever.” 

The 49ers’ Reynolds said 
McLean had no plans to write a 
book, and that he “didn’t want 
[ESPN] to allude to who it was. 
He also thought there would be 
more balance. He told me that 90- 
95 percent of the players he dealt 
with were tremendous, and 90-95 
percent of his time here was won¬ 
derful. 

“He definitely didn’t go into it 
with the intention of getting any¬ 
thing out of it,” said Reynolds. 
“His hope was that somebody 
who lived in the gay community 
would benefit from it.” 

And Washington’s agent obvi¬ 
ously hoped to benefit from keep¬ 
ing his client’s “disturbing and 
bizarre” behavior under wraps. 

Barber-ian at the gate 

Moving away from real ath¬ 
letes, but still in line yet another 
refutation of there being no such 


thing as bad publicity, former pro 
wrestler Brutus “The Barber” 
Beefcake caused a bit of a stir last 
week when he created an anthrax 
scare at a Boston subway station. 

The down and out grappler, re¬ 
ally Edward Leslie, 46, of Win¬ 
chester, let a terror alert run amok 
when, allegedly, a bit of his own 
cocaine stash left on a counter top 
scared a fellow transit worker, 
prompting an emergency hazmat 
response. 

Leslie is said to .have been com¬ 
pliant through the investigation, 
and to have checked into a rehab 
treatment center. 

Let’s hope he can afford it. The 
man who acquired his stage name 
for snipping off the hair of his en¬ 
emies in the ring had been work¬ 
ing part time for Boston’s transit 
system as a fare collector - a job 
that pays $25,000 a year. Last 
April, the IRS slammed him with 
a lien for $57,425, for back taxes 
owed on his now lost millions 
made in pro wrestling.

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it,” she argued. 

The judge in the case, Ronald 
Evans Quidachay, also said he had 
yet to read all the paperwork since 
the original complaint filed Friday 
had been amended Tuesday 
morning an hour prior to court. 

“I have not had an opportune 
ty to read the amended complaint. 
I was getting the papers piece¬ 
meal. The court itself is not pre¬ 
pared to hear the matter,” said 
Quidachay before postponing the 
matter to Friday, February 20. 

On Tuesday, when the Prop. 22 
case was taken up again, Robert 
Tyler, the lead counsel in the case, 
argued the court should issue an 
immediate stay, saying the mar¬ 
riages were a waste of taxpayer 
funds and a detriment to local 
taxpayers. On Friday Tyler de¬ 
scribed the city’s actions as “mu¬ 
nicipal anarchy.” 

Tuesday, Tyler repeated that as¬ 
sertion, “this is the best term I can 
come up with and I think it works. 
This is municipal anarchy. There 
is no basis for a mayor to decide 
something is unconstitutional and 
act to do so.” 

“What if one should want to 


marry his dog or a tree? Who 
should have that authority to 
marry a tree? Certainly not the 
mayor of San Francisco,” said 
Tyler, referring to media accounts 
of a man who came to City Hall 
with a tree he wanted to marry. 
“The very foundation of liberty 
and democracy is at stake this very 
day. Not issuing a stay is an affront 
to our democracy, an affront to 
our society.” 

Stewart argued Tuesday the 
mayor’s and clerk’s actions are the 
“antithesis to municipal anarchy” 
later saying “there are many ex¬ 
amples where a local official re¬ 
fuses to invoke a state law. It hap¬ 
pens all the time.” 

The city has relied on the equal 
protection clause of the state Con¬ 
stitution in arguing that the 
mayor has a right to determine 
gays and lesbians deserve mar¬ 
riage licenses. Responding to 
Tyler’s arguments, Stewart said, 
“The equal protection clause 
doesn’t talk about dogs and trees. 
It only talks about human beings. 
We must protect the minority 
from the tyranny of the majority. 
That is what this case is about.” 

Refuting Tyler’s assertion his 
client was being irreparably 
harmed, Stewart countered that 
those being truly harmed are 


same-sex couples. Whether 
through remaining in the closet or 
being told they are not a family, 
Stewart argued that “every single 
day that homosexuals, gays and 
lesbians, are treated as inferior 
that status continues to bring 
harm to people.” 

“The balance of hardship is so 
far weighted to the other side 
there is nothing to counterbalance 
it,” she added. 

In the end, Warren told the 
Prop. 22 lawyers he couldn’t ac¬ 
cept their proposed court order 
because of a punctuation error. 
Instead of the word “or” they had 
used a semicolon. Their request 
asked the court to order the city to 
“cease and desist issuing marriage 
licenses to and/or solemnizing 
marriages of same-sex couples; to 
show cause before this court.” 

“The form or order submitted 
by petitioners seems inadvertent¬ 
ly inaccurate. It seems small but 
that semicolon is a big deal,” said 
Warren. “The way you’ve written 
this it has a semicolon where it 
should have the word ‘or.’ I don’t 
have the authority to issue it 
under these circumstances.” 

After three hours of argu¬ 
ments, Warren said he could not 
find any standards to find for an 
immediate stay. ▼

What is SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA is a medicine used in combination with 
other medicines to help treat infection with Human 
Immunodeficiency Virus (HIV), the virus that causes 
AIDS (acquired immune deficiency syndrome). 
SUSTIVA is a type of anti-HIV drug called a “non¬ 
nucleoside reverse transcriptase inhibitor” (NNRTI). 

SUSTIVA works by lowering the amount of HIV in 
the blood (viral load). SUSTIVA must be taken with 
other anti-HIV medicines. When taken with other anti- 
HIV medicines, SUSTIVA has been shown to reduce 
viral load and increase the number of CD4 cells, a 
type of immune cell in blood. SUSTIVA may not have 
these effects in every patient. 

SUSTIVA does not cure HIV or AIDS. People taking 
SUSTIVA may still develop other infections and com¬ 
plications. Therefore, it is very important that you 
stay under the care of your doctor. 

SUSTIVA has not been shown to reduce the risk of 
passing HIV to others. Therefore, continue to practice 
safe sex, and do not use or share dirty needles. 

What are the possible side effects of SUSTIVA? 
Serious psychiatric problems. A small number of 
patients experience severe depression, strange 
thoughts, or angry behavior while taking SUSTIVA. 
Some patients have thoughts of suicide and a few 
have actually committed suicide. These problems 
tend to occur more often in patients who have had 
mental illness. Contact your doctor right away if you 
think you are having these psychiatric symptoms, so 
your doctor can decide if you should continue to 
take SUSTIVA. 

Common side effects. Many patients have dizziness, 
trouble sleeping, drowsiness, trouble concentrating, 
and/or unusual dreams during treatment with SUSTIVA. 
These side effects may be reduced if you take SUSTIVA 
at bedtime on an empty stomach. They also tend to 
go away after you have taken the medicine for a few 
weeks. If you have these common side effects, such 
as dizziness, it does not mean that you will also have 
serious psychiatric problems, such as severe 
depression, strange thoughts, or angry behavior. Tell 
your doctor right away if any of these side effects 
continue or if they bother you. It is possible that 
these symptoms may be more severe if SUSTIVA is 
used with alcohol or mood altering (street) drugs. 

If you are dizzy, have trouble concentrating, or are 
drowsy, avoid activities that may be dangerous, such 
as driving or operating machinery. 

Rash is common. Rashes usually go away without 
any change in treatment. In a small number of 
patients, rash may be serious. If you develop a rash, 
call your doctor right away. Rash may be a serious 
problem in some children. Tell your child’s doctor 
right away if you notice rash or any other side effects 
while your child is taking SUSTIVA. 

Other common side effects include tiredness, 
upset stomach, vomiting, and diarrhea. 

Changes in body fat. Changes in body fat develop 
in some patients taking anti-HIV medicine. These 
changes may include an increased amount of fat in 
the upper back and neck (“buffalo hump”), in the 
breasts, and around the trunk. Loss of fat from the 
legs, arms, and face may also happen. The cause 
and long-term health effects of these fat changes are 
not known. 

Tell your doctor or healthcare provider if you notice 
any side effects while taking SUSTIVA. 

Contact your doctor before stopping SUSTIVA 
because of side effects or for any other reason. 

This is not a complete list of side effects possible 
with SUSTIVA. Ask your doctor or pharmacist for a 
more complete list of side effects of SUSTIVA and all 
the medicines you will take. 

How should I take SUSTIVA (efavirenz)? 

General Information 

• You should take SUSTIVA on an empty stomach, 
preferably at bedtime. 

• Swallow SUSTIVA with water. 

• Taking SUSTIVA with food increases the amount 
of medicine in your body, which may increase the 
frequency of side effects. 
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• Taking SUSTIVA (efavirenz) at bedtime may make 
some side effects less bothersome. 

• SUSTIVA must be taken in combination with other 
anti-HIV medicines. If you take only SUSTIVA, the 
medicine may stop working. 

• Do not miss a dose of SUSTIVA. If you forget to 
take SUSTIVA, take the missed dose right away, 
unless it is almost time for your next dose. Do not 
double the next dose. Carry on with your regular 
dosing schedule. If you need help in planning the 
best times to take your medicine, ask your doctor 
or pharmacist. 

• Take the exact amount of SUSTIVA your doctor 
prescribes. Never change the dose on your own. 
Do not stop this medicine unless your doctor tells 
you to stop. 

• If you believe you took more than the prescribed 
amount of SUSTIVA, contact your local Poison 
Control Center or emergency room right away. 

• Tell your doctor if you start any new medicine or 
change how you take old ones. Your doses may 
need adjustment. 

• When your SUSTIVA supply starts to run low, get 
more from your doctor or pharmacy. This is very 
important because the amount of virus in your 
blood may increase if the medicine is stopped for 
even a short time. The virus may develop resistance 
to SUSTIVA and become harder to treat. 

• Your doctor may want to do blood tests to check 
for certain side effects while you take SUSTIVA. 

Capsules 

• The dose of SUSTIVA capsules for adults is 600 mg 
(three 200-mg capsules, taken together) once a 
day by mouth. The dose of SUSTIVA for children 
may be lower (see Can children take SUSTIVA?). 

Tablets 

• The dose of SUSTIVA tablets for adults is 600 mg 
(one tablet) once a day by mouth. 

Can children take SUSTIVA? 

Yes, children who are able to swallow capsules can 
take SUSTIVA. Rash may be a serious problem in 
some children. Tell your child’s doctor right away if 
you notice rash or any other side effects while your 
child is taking SUSTIVA. The dose of SUSTIVA for 
children may be lower than the dose for adults. 
Capsules containing lower doses of SUSTIVA are 
available. Your child’s doctor will determine the right 
dose based on your child’s weight. 

Who should not take SUSTIVA? 

Do not take SUSTIVA if you are allergic to the 
active ingredient, efavirenz, or to any of the inactive 
ingredients. Your doctor and pharmacist have a list 
of the inactive ingredients. 

What should I avoid while taking SUSTIVA 
(efavirenz)? 

• Women taking SUSTIVA should not become 
pregnant. Serious birth defects have been seen in 
animals treated with SUSTIVA. It is not known 
whether this could happen in humans. Tell your 
doctor right away if you are pregnant. Also talk 
with your doctor if you want to become pregnant. 

• Women should not rely only on hormone-based 
birth control, such as pills, injections, or 
implants, because SUSTIVA may make these 
contraceptives ineffective. Women must use a 
reliable form of barrier contraception, such as a 
condom or diaphragm, even if they also use 
other methods of birth control. 

• Do not breast-feed if you are taking SUSTIVA. 
The Centers for Disease Control and Prevention 
recommend.that mothers with HIV not breast-feed 
because they can pass the HIV through their milk 
to the baby. Also, SUSTIVA may pass through 
breast milk and cause serious harm to the baby. 
Talk with your doctor if you are breast-feeding. You 
may need to stop breast-feeding or use a different 
medicine. 

• Taking SUSTIVA with alcohol or other medicines 
causing similar side effects as SUSTIVA, such as 
drowsiness, may increase those side effects. 

• Do not take any other medicines without checking 
with your doctor. These medicines include pre¬ 
scription and nonprescription medicines and 
herbal products, especially St. John’s wort. 

Before using SUSTIVA, tell your doctor if you 

• have problems with your liver or have hepatitis. 

Your doctor may want to do tests to check your 
liver while you take SUSTIVA. 

• have ever had mental illness or are using drugs 
or alcohol. 

• have ever had seizures or are taking medicine for 
seizures [for example, Dilantin® (phenytoin), 
Tegretol® (carbamazepine), or phenobarbital]. Your 
doctor may want to check drug levels in your blood 
from time to time. 

What important information should I know about 
taking other medicines with SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA may change the effect of other medicines, 
including ones for HIV, and cause serious side 
effects. Your doctor may change your other medicines 
or change their doses. Other medicines, including 
herbal products, may affect SUSTIVA. For this reason, 
it is very important to: 

• let all your doctors and pharmacists know that you 
take SUSTIVA. 

• tell your doctors and pharmacists about all med¬ 
icines you take. This includes those you buy over- 
the-counter and herbal or natural remedies. 


Bring all your prescription and nonprescription 
medicines as well as any herbal remedies that you are 
taking when you see a doctor, or make a list of their 
names, how much you take, and how often you take 
them. This will give your doctor a complete picture of 
the medicines you use. Then he or she can decide the 
best approach for your situation. 

Taking SUSTIVA (efavirenz) with St. John’s wort 
(Hypericum perforatum), an herbal product sold as 
a dietary supplement, or products containing St. 
John’s wort is not recommended. Talk with your 
doctor if you are taking or are planning to take St. 
John’s wort. Taking SL John’s wort may decrease 
SUSTIVA levels and lead to increased viral load and 
possible resistance to SUSTIVA or cross-resistance 
to other anti-HIV drugs. 

MEDICINES YOU SHOULD NOT TAKE WITH SUSTIVA 

The following medicines may cause serious and life- 
threatening side effects when taken with SUSTIVA. 
You should not take any of these medicines while 
taking SUSTIVA: 

• Hismanal® (astemizole) 

• Propulsid® (cisapride) 

• Versed® (midazolam) 

• Halcion® (triazolam) 

• Ergot medications (for example, Wigraine® and 
Cafergot®) 

The following medicines may need to be replaced 
with another medicine when taken with SUSTIVA 
(efavirenz): 

• Fortovase®, Invirase® (saquinavir) 

• Biaxin® (clarithromycin) 

The following medicines may need to have their dose 
changed when taken with SUSTIVA: 

• Crixivan® (indinavir) 

• Kaletra® (lopinavir/ritonavir) 

• Methadone 

• Mycobutin® (rifabutin) 

• Zoloft® (sertraline) 

These are not all the medicines that may cause 
problems if you take SUSTIVA. Be sure to tell your 
doctor about all medicines that you take. 

General advice about SUSTIVA: 

Medicines are sometimes prescribed for conditions 
that are not mentioned in patient information 
leaflets. Do not use SUSTIVA for a condition for 
which it was not prescribed. Do not give SUSTIVA to 
other people, even if they have the same symptoms 
you have. It may harm them. 

Keep SUSTIVA at room temperature (77°F) in the 
bottle given to you by your pharmacist. The tempera¬ 
ture can range from 59° to 86°F. 

Keep SUSTIVA out of the reach of children.

A homoerotic 
subculture 
goes global

A vast subculture of homoerotic literature 
and art has emerged recently via the Web 
and independent print publishers. As San 
Francisco-based Shonen Comics publisher/edi¬ 
tor David L. Donnell affirms in the introduction 
to Volume 1 of his lovingly produced Shonen: An 
American Yaoi Anthology (www.shonencomics. 
com), when you start to dig into this subculture, 
you quickly realize you could do a doctoral dis¬ 
sertation on its layers of complexity, shading, and 
pop-culture shaping. 

With roots in Japanese manga (comics), Yaoi 
and slash are arguably the hottest things going in 
the thriving, underground queer lit and art 
scenes. So far, they’ve made barely a blip on main¬ 
stream radar, yet that low-flying invisibility seems 
about to change. ; 

Briefly, Yaoi (pronounced “yow-wee”) are 
“comics featuring gay men in romantic and erot¬ 
ic stories,” according to Donnell, yet they “are not 
‘gay comics’ in the way we think of them in Amer¬ 
ica.” The comics you’ll find in Shonen, created by 
master artists/storytellers Ronda, Tammy Lee, 
Lain Bradford, ScooterX, Tarot, Nuriko Wind- 
chaser, David Ralston and Sumy, create endless 
mystifying homoerotic fantasy worlds, but they 
derive mainly from a non-gay perspective. In this, 
they are like slash.

Serving 'Okra' at Brava Theatre

nne Galjour bolted from 

Cajun Louisiana at the first 

chance, and has spent much 
of her adult life celebrating the life 
she left behind in a series of well- 
received solo shows. While her 
next theatrical project will be her 
first set away from her bayou 
roots, there is still a plate of Okra 
to be served. 

“I’m feeling a little vulnerable,” 
she said during a break in re¬ 
hearsals at Brava Theatre Center, 
where Okra opens this week with 
a cast of five that does not include 
Galjour. “I’m happy with it, and 
think director David Dower and 
the cast are doing a beautiful job, 
but there was a time when 1 would 
have played all the characters my¬ 
self.” 

In such solo pieces as Hurri¬ 
cane and The Krewe of Neptune, 
Galjour played multiple charac¬ 
ters inspired by the folks back 
home in Cut Off, La. Though a lit¬ 
tle more than an hour south of 
New Orleans, it is a world apart, 
with its own traditions 
in food, language, 
music, and culture that 
date back to the 18th 
century, when the 
French-speaking Acadi- 
ans were driven out of 
Nova Scotia by the Eng¬ 
lish. 

In Okra, while 
still having fun 
with the region’s 
colorful idiosyn¬ 
crasies, Galjour is digging deeper 
into some of the grimmer aspects 
of the Cajun life. “The racial as¬ 
pect is a very important part of 
the story on multiple levels,” she 
said. “If were going to impart cul¬ 
ture, let’s impart all of it.” 

At the center of the play is ma¬ 
triarch Lillian Bourgeois, who has 
maintained an iron grip on her 
family but who is now starting to 
lose her grip on reality. One 
daughter has never left home, and 
a second daughter returns from 
New Orleans to prevent their 
mother from selling off the fami¬ 
ly assets. Adding to the darkly 
comic turmoil is a distant relative 
who arrives from France and a bi- 
racial neighbor who stirs up the 
play’s race issues. 

Galjour has happy memories 
of her life in South Louisiana, in¬ 
cluding the days spent on the 
family oyster-boat. “But I grew up 
knowing I was going to leave,” she 
said. “I felt different, that I didn’t 
belong there.” 

She went to college at Nicholls 
State in nearby Thibodaux, and 
that’s where she began to flourish 
under the tutelage of her new gay 
friends. “Here I was this girl from 
the country, and a lot of the 
straight boys were kind of coarse 
for me. So I felt safe with my gay 
friends. These were the men who 
taught me how to speak, they gave 
me a sense of humor and sharp 
wit. And they took me to New Or¬ 
leans to go to the gay bars. It was 
like Tennessee Williams-plus. 
Every one of those friends has 
since died.” 

She met husband John Mayne, 
now a movie and TV set-design¬ 
er, at Nicholls State, and they 
headed right for San Francisco 
right after she graduated. She 
quickly got pregnant (son Ian is 
now a college senior), and that 
put her theatrical aspirations on 
hold. 

“It was through my son that I

started reading folktales, and then 
I became a children’s storyteller,” 
Galjour said. “My work has a 
mythological aspect to it, which I 
attribute to the folktales, and that 
got fused with the Cajun culture.” 

Though she has per¬ 
formed her plays from 
New York to Seattle, she 
didn’t find much inter¬ 
est when she tried to 
market herself in 
Louisiana. “My experi¬ 
ence in that market was, 
Oh, look at her. She’s 
making money act¬ 
ing like my Aunt 
Boo Boo.’ I think 
it’s very exotic to 
other places, and maybe all too 
recognizable to folks back there.” 

Galjour knows that the main 
reason she writes about life on the 
bayou is because she is no longer a 
part of it. “If I had never moved 
out here, I never would have start¬ 
ed writing about Louisiana. It cre¬ 
ated a sense of longing in me, and 
my childhood became a treasure 
chest of memories.”

Quick take 

Is it possible*to ruin a bad 
show? It is if the show is Starlight 
Express and the production is the 
mishap now at the San Jose Cen¬ 
ter for the Performing Arts. There 
was a good amount of fun and a 
simple-minded heart to the orig¬ 
inal London production that 
opened in 1984, but the chopped, 
diced, and downsized touring edi¬ 
tion manages to eliminate just 
about every charm that the origi¬ 
nal had going for it. 

The show’s biggest gimmick, 
the roller-skate races among a 
fantasy train-world, have been 
turned into an annoying 3-D 
movie. The cast basically skates 
around in circles, and the hyped 
amplification makes you wonder 
what is live and what is pre¬ 
recorded. 

Andrew Lloyd Webber has 
tried to jazz up his score with new 
songs without the fun of what 
they have replaced. With only one 
or two exceptions, the cast is with¬ 
out the skill to pull us into the 
lamebrain story. Director-chore¬ 
ographer Arlene Phillips’ work 
here makes her efforts in the stage 
version of Saturday Night Fever 
suddenly look good.

The devil you know 

'Say You Love Satan' in Berkeley

11 mpact Theatre, which makes 
its home in the basement of a 
Berkeley pizza parlor, gets 
bragging rights for introducing a 
rising-star gay playwright to the 
Bay Area. Roberto Aguirre- 
Sacasa’s plays have mainly been 
seen on the East Coast, but Say 
You Love Satan displays the kind 
of keenly observant wit that can 
take him national. 

In the 90-minute play, a book¬ 
ish nerd named Andrew dumps 
his Mother Teresa-like boyfriend 
for a mysterious hunk he met at 
the Laundromat. Jack seems too 
good to be true. He can convince 
officious doormen at hot night¬ 
clubs that he’s a star on the WB, 
he’s read all of Dostoevsky in the 
original Russian, and he’s great in 
bed. That he has 666 tattooed on 
his forehead is Andrew’s first clue 
that the relationship will be a 
challenging one. 

Yes, Jack admits, he is the son 
of Satan, but he is on a mission to 
undo the evil his father has 
brought to the world. Despite his 
friends’ disapproval and his own 
lingering doubts, Andrew tries to 
make the relationship work until 
one of his ex-lovers is found dead 
in a manner that Jack had pre¬ 
dicted. “He was a bad actor and 
wore leather inappropriately,” Jack 
tells Andrew by way of explana¬ 
tion. 

Aguirre-Sacasa has a sharp tal-

ent for humorous dialogue with a 
depth beyond the immediate 
laugh. And in Say You Love Satan, 
the playwright is surprisingly suc¬ 
cessful at keeping a veneer of re¬ 
ality on the increasingly absurdist 
plot. 

Director Joy Meads’ produc¬ 
tion is low on frills, but finds the 
right tones for the playwright’s 
humor. As the devilish Jack, Eric 
Moore, whose program bio offers 
no info beyond jokes, is. a real 
find. He can move from funny to 
hot to sensitive to evil with pol¬ 
ished ease. David Ballog’s perfor¬ 
mance as the increasingly pan¬ 
icked Andrew is a little rougher, 


but still lands many of the laughs. 
Good stuff, too, from John At¬ 
wood as an angry seraph, Ross 
Pasquale as the doomed actor in 
leather pants, and Brian Erlich as 
Andrew’s doe-eyed boyfriend. 

When Andrew discovers Jack’s 
true identity, he asks if he really is 
gay. Satan pauses for a moment, 
thinks about it, and answers sin¬ 
cerely, “Bi-curious.” V

he title has a perky ring, but 
■ Popping the Cherry isn’t a 

I romp through sexual first 
times. The loss of virginity sug¬ 
gested in the title comes from a 
dark place that is kept secret from 
the audience until the final mo¬ 
ments, but that has defined and 
scarred the relationship between 
two sisters for nearly a decade. 

Karen Macklin’s earnest 
drama, now having its world pre¬ 
miere at Actors Theatre of SF 
under Christian Phillips’ direc¬ 
tion, has the details of reality that 
can still fall into emotional mo¬ 
notones within its many scenes. 
The sheer number of scenes, 16 
over its two acts, suggests the 
rhythms of a movie script that 
could provide punctuation 
through editing but that can’t 
happen when the play must pause 
as major pieces of furniture are 
hauled on and off the. stage. 

The play opens with a flash¬ 
back of Lucy imploring older sis¬ 
ter Margo to again tell a comfort¬ 
ing children’s story, before we 
meet the characters in their cur¬ 
rent situations. Margo is now a 
successful computer programmer 
with a spacious Manhattan apart¬ 
ment and a budding lesbian rela¬ 
tionship with her boss. Lucy, on 
the other hand, ran away from 
home six years ago and is a heavy¬ 
drinking, dope-smoking, chip- 
on-her-shoulder mess when she 
unexpectedly arrives at Margo’s 
apartment. 

Lucy introduces havoc into 
Margo’s well-organized life,

threatening her relationship with 
her officious boss Wynona and 
poking into old wounds that she 
largely blames on Margo. Lucy is 
also at the beginning of a rela¬ 
tionship with a sensitive poet- 
schoolteacher-bartender who 
doesn’t understand why Lucy is so 
physically resistant to him. “I’m 
damaged goods,” she shouts at 
one point. “I’m unfuckable.” 

Macklin displays a talerit with 
honest-sounding dialogue that 
can go awry when trying to en¬ 
capsulate philosophies into handy 
epigrams. “We all have baggage,” 
says the poet-schoolteacher-bar- 
tender. “It just comes off different 
carousels.” 

The most compelling charac¬ 
ter is Lucy, played with a raw emo¬ 
tional edge by Sarah Engelman, 
and her jagged energies provide 
much of the play’s momentum. 
Niki Yapo brings a centering 


warmth to Margo, and a believ¬ 
able panic as her world begins to 
unravel under Lucy’s influences. 

Euclides Pererya has a friendly, 
bemused sensuality as Lucy’s as¬ 
piring beau, while Linden Young 
provides an entertainingly brittle 
manner to the less convincing role 
of Wynona. Larissa Archer and 
Ann Hopkins ably complete the 
cast in smaller roles. 

Popping the Cherry could use 
structural streamlining as well as 
stronger attention to what keeps 
domestic-drama dialogue com¬ 
pelling. But the play has an emo¬ 
tional staying power that confirms 
its worth. ▼

opening plenary session of the As¬ 
sociation of Performing Arts Pre¬ 
senters in New York City. 

“I’m very much worried right 
now,” Kushner said. “I don’t have 
to make any bones about it; if you 
know anything about my work, I 
mean I don’t like George W. 
Bush and I don’t like the Bush 
Administration, and I’m a pro¬ 
gressive. This is a time of great de¬ 
spair and disorganization in the 
progressive community, a com¬ 
munity many people who are in¬ 
volved in the arts find themselves 
in, and that’s not an accident. Be¬ 
cause artists and people who love 
the arts are, by nature, curious, in¬ 
quisitive people; people who have 
to keep an open mind and heart, 
and find nothing human alien to 
them. I don’t think that’s some¬ 
body you’re going to find in the 
Republican platform. It’s not a 
conservative kind of enterprise. 

“I’m just very anxious about 


people not despairing in the face 
of a triumphant Right. My first 
play, A Bright Room Called Day, is 
set in the very beginning years of 
the Third Reich, when less despair 
might have actually derailed 
things. Especially before Hitler 
was appointed chancellor; he was 
never elected [either]. 

“I think that despair is our 
enemy. It’s immensely important 
to get this man out of the White 
House next November. It’s the 
most important thing.” 

Bette magic 

Strange that the Chronic re¬ 
view of the Bette Midler show 
should gush so about the 12-ft. 
figures on Bette’s show drop-cur- 
tain, then neglect to mention that 
they were clearly reproductions of 
the hot sailors painted so obses¬ 
sively and with such droolingly 
observant detail by immortal gay 
artist Paul Cadmus. 

There was the pansy flirting 
with a sailor; there were the three 
drunk sailors with a floozy. Very 
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and Liza Minnelli and David Gest 
(“At least we won’t get a sex video 
out of those two!”) 

Stop the madness 

Midler sang old and new 
songs, including her first, “Boogie 
Woogie Bugle Boy,” which she 
performed in synch with a 30- 
year-old giant-screen videoclip of 
herself performing the song on 
television. She paid tribute to her 
idol, Rosemary Clooney, in 
“Come on a My House” and “Hey 
There.” But the evening’s most 
stirring moment was a quiet, 
brand-new ballad called, simply, 
“September.” This beautiful, 
thought-provoking take on the 
horrors of 9/11 moved a few in 
the audience to tears. With the 
simple lyrics, “Will we laugh? Will 
we cry? Will we hate or go down 
fighting? Will we keep reliving 
September?” Bette shows a deep 
understanding that our world 
leaders do not: It no longer mat¬ 
ters who did what to whom, or 
who started violence first. It only 
matters that all the hate and 
killing stop on all sides. 

Few performers are as proud of 
their connection to the LGBT 
community as Bette Midler. Few 
connect with their audiences as in¬ 
timately as she. She is more than 
just divine, she may be the greatest 
living entertainer alive today. ▼

t’s hard to believe that it’s been 
32 years since the Divine Miss 
M recorded her first hit record; 
34 years since she first performed 
at the Continental Baths in New 
York; and 40 years since she 
played Tziedel, the eldest daugh¬ 
ter, in the original Broadway pro¬ 
duction of Fiddler on the Roof. 
The lady has been around the 
block, and she’s paid her dues. 
Bette Midler has become a bona 
fide legend. 

At her concert last week be¬ 
neath the dome of the Oakland 
Arena, Bette displayed a level of 
energy rarely seen in people of “a 
certain age.” She captivated the 
sold-out crowd with song, dance 
and some of her wittiest banter 
ever. 

I knew I was headed in. the 
right direction when, early in the 
evening of Feb. 10,1 boarded the 
Fremont-bound BART at Powell 
Street. LGBT people had taken 
over the train. All 10 cars! At the 
Coliseum station in Oakland, the 
disembarking queers resembled a 
Gay Pride Parade. 

Midler is a gay icon, no ques¬ 
tion about it. The gay community 
first discovered her and put her 
before a national audience. She 
has always openly expressed her 
gratitude to us, and we showed up 
in record numbers for her Oak¬ 
land appearance, the latest in her 
Kiss My Brass tour. 

“I’m fabulous!” she screamed 
as she made her first entrance on 
a floating carousel-horse. “And

don’t I look it! I don’t know how I 
do it! I’m back, my Bay Area ba¬ 
bies. I won’t retire, and you can’t 
make me!” There was screaming 
and cheering as she welcomed 
“the boys from the Castro.” 

Of course, it wasn’t all fun and 
games. There were a few serious 
moments as the ever-gutsy Miss 
M tackled a few hot-button polit¬ 
ical issues. In her own inimitable 
style, she explained to her audi¬ 
ence why the holy sacrament of 
marriage between a man and a 
woman needs to be preserved. We 
have seen so many heterosexual 
couples stand before the Lord in 
wedded bliss, and Bette showed us 
full-screen pictures of a few who 
have inspired us: Angelina Jolie 
and Billy Bob; Britney Spears and 
the dork; Pamela Anderson and 
Tommy Lee (“They looked like 
they were in love in the video!”);

Maestros Marriner and Blomstedt return to Davies Symphony Hall

wo world-renowned con¬ 
ductors with strong ties to 
I California have ruled from 
the podium at Davies Hall in re¬ 
cent weeks. Their concerts, de¬ 
signed to showcase individual 
strengths with the standard reper¬ 
toire, also gave the San Francisco 
Symphony a chance to demon¬ 


strate its ensemble skills. 

With Michael Tilson Thomas 
away, there have been few surpris¬ 
es in programming, but in the 
heart of winter and the Sympho¬ 
ny season, it is kind of nice to be 
treated to the musical equivalent 
of comfort food. 

Sir Neville Marriner has been 
an international household name 
since 1959, when he founded the 
Academy of St. Martin iq the

He retains his position as 
Artistic Director. Less well-known 
is his founding of the Los Angeles 
Chamber Orchestra in 1969 and 
his subsequent decade as music 
director. 


Herbert Blomstedt: commanding 


Herbert Blomstedt is currently 
Music Director of the Gewand- 
haus Orchestra of Leipzig, hon¬ 
orary Conductor of the NHK 
Symphony Orchestra Tokyo and 
Conductor Laureate of the SFS. 
His 10 years as Music Director 
here marked a time of orchestra¬ 
building, and earned him a special 
place in local cultural history. 

Both men have built their ca¬ 
reers probing the great works of 
the Western masters, and neither 
disappointed with their recent ap¬ 
pearances. If there were no great 
insights or new interpretations on 
offer, at least they proved they 
haven’t lost their command. 

Marriner will return this week 
with an all-Mozart program. Last 
week, he got us in the mood with 
a fresh and lively go at 
Mendelssohn’s Scottish Sympho¬ 
ny. Using a smaller orchestra and 
springing the rhythms with a dis¬ 
tinctly Mozartean grace, he re¬ 
minded us of the considerable 
pleasure to be found in an old fa¬ 
vorite. 

The musicians could probably 
play this music with their eyes 
closed, but that didn’t stop them 
from attentively following the 
conductor’s clear beat and un- 
fussy direction. The results were 
invigorating. 

The same could not be said of 


the first half of the concert, a dim 
performance of a problematic 
work, Beethoven’s Triple Concer¬ 
to. The soloists seemed to be mak¬ 
ing their own statements, rather 
than playing as a unified trio. That 
is the challenge of the piece, and 
it is daunting, though not insur¬ 
mountable. 

The composer can be partly 
blamed, but the Concerto still 
works as an orchestral score with 
the requisite soloistic displays if 
the three players share an inter¬ 
pretive vision. 

Only violinist Alexander 
Barantschik appeared completely 
in control. His playing was warm 
and full-toned, but also a shade 
severe. Cellist Michael Grebanier 
struggled with intonation, and 
seemed distinctly ill at ease. Pi¬ 
anist Orli Shaham played well 
enough, but her contributions 
were swallowed up by the 
acoustics of Davies Hall. 

Fond rapport 

The prior week, with the ex¬ 
pected happy reunion of Bloms¬ 
tedt and the orchestra working 


well, made for a more satisfying ex¬ 
perience. The SFS and the old mae¬ 
stro are obviously still fond of one 
another, and the feeling of empa¬ 
thy produced a fine Schubert Sym¬ 
phony No. 5 and Brahms Fourth. 

Blomstedt recorded the de¬ 
lightfully sunny Schubert with the 
orchestra for Decca during his 
tenure, and their shared interpre¬ 
tation hasn’t changed. No prob¬ 
lem — it remained an exercise in 
pure and elegant music-making. 

Brahms is also a Blomstedt 
specialty, and once again, his col¬ 
leagues were ready to cooperate. 
There were a few rather hard-dri¬ 
ven moments, but the sense of 
grandeur and intensity was au¬ 
thoritative. It wasn’t a sit-up-in- 
your-seat-with-renewed-wonder 
sort of experience (like some of 
Papa B’s old Beethoven collabora¬ 
tions), but it came close enough. 

I used .to think my favorite 
Brahms symphony was whichever 
one I was listening to at the time. 
Blomstedt had me loving the 
Fourth Symphony best of all, with 
the warm pleasure that comes from 
encountering an old friend. ▼

Simple pleasures 

Chopin's ' Mazurkas' on CD

gP|| olish-born, Paris-based 
Piotr Anderszewski’s new 
I Chopin CD (Virgin Clas¬ 
sics) ranks with Yundi Li’s for 
both depth of interpretation and 
sheer brilliance of pianism. Pi¬ 
anists who have been playing 
Chopin longer than Anderszewski 
has been on Earth have cannily 
avoided the composer’s 
Mazurkas, which make up half of 
this CD. Their concision, lack of 
exhibitionism, rhythmic tricki¬ 
ness, and weird harmonic modu¬ 
lations, which worm their way 
through even the shortest of 
them, have made them a collective 
minefield even most “Chopin pi¬ 
anists” avoid. 

The Mazurkas are like the 



Bagatelles for Beethoven pianists: 
terrifyingly advanced simple 
music. Anderszewski’s are the 
most persuasive and beguiling 
since Rubinstein’s. Each is an or¬ 
ganic whole, complete in itself, 
emotionally as well as rhythmical¬ 
ly intact. The heartbreak in the F- 
Minor Op. 63, No. 2 is wrenching, 
if fleeting. The Third and Fourth 


Ballades, Opp. 47 and 52, spread 
the same intimacy of expression 
over bigger-boned structures. The 
marvel is that these musical sto¬ 
ries do have a kind of narrative 
line, with climaxes so cannily 
plotted they’re on you before you 
realize it. 

Being a Pole living in Paris 
couldn’t hurt, but neither does it 
explain Anderszewski’s feel for the 
Polonaises. Opp. 44 and 53, that 
are the most astounding pieces in 
this collection. The untrammeled 
power of the F-sharp Minor 
shrewdly deploys its wide-ranging 
sentiments. Cumulative power 
amassed over the disparate ele¬ 
ments of a single, complex work 
is at the heart of Anderszewski’s 
genius, and it peaks with a majes¬ 
tic, truly heroic “Polonaise

Seminal gay composer out on CD

ondon’s recent celebration 
of the music of John Cage 
' brought renewed attention 
to the seminal gay composer’s 
work, which is always on the verge 
of slipping off the edge of the 
music establishment’s attention 
span. It also elicited the usual bar¬ 
rage of inflated pronouncements, 
including the inevitable “[Some¬ 
time in the future,] John Cage will 
come to be seen as the greatest 
composer of the 20th century.” 
Even if the outright brevity of the 
future doesn’t nix that opinion, 
it’s unlikely to happen because it’s 
simply not true. 

But I know the feeling. The 
time I had it most strongly was 
when Bay Area pianist Julie Stein¬ 
berg vanquished an unlikely audi¬ 
ence with a rapt account of Cage’s 
Sonatas and Interludes for pre¬ 
pared piano. She was playing a 
Sunday afternoon recital at the 
Berkeley Piano Club for a mob of 
blue-hairs who wanted (and, in 
the first half of the recital, got) 
their salon-style Chopin. Then 
Steinberg begged their indulgence 
for the hour-long Cage work, 
promising that, if they stayed 
open to it, something quite mar¬ 
velous and even spiritual might 
happen. What happened was as 
powerful as Seance on a Wet After¬ 
noon. There was something like 
mass levitation throughout the 
room. It was all very woo-woo, 
only-in-Berkeley. 

The Sonatas and Interludes, 
Cage’s first major work for pre¬ 
pared piano — the regular, 
acoustic instrument, under and 
around whose strings pieces of 
wood, metal, and cloth are in¬ 
stalled, and which is then played 
both from the keys and from in¬ 
side, the pianist striking both 
strings and case — were com¬ 
posed between 1946 and ’48, have 
been among the most enduring of

Cage’s compositions, and have 
been recorded surprisingly often. 
While the new ECM recording by 
Herbert Henck, which pairs them 
with his own FesteburgeY Fan- 
tasien, two extended, improvised 
works, does not displace my two 
favorites, by Steinberg and Joanna 
MacGregregor, it’s a contender. 

Cage’s main musical goals in 
this composition were to fuse 
Western and Asian musical ele¬ 
ments by exploiting the prepared 
piano’s capacity to sound like 
drums and bells and a range of 
other instruments — and, in an 
anticipation of minimalism most 
minimalists overlooked, to create 
a sense of almost limitless spa¬ 
ciousness with spare, terse indi¬ 
vidual pieces. It’s all sufficiently 
fascinating piece by piece, but its 
cumulative effect is far stronger. 
In the right hands, along the way, 
time in its ordinary sense evapo¬ 
rates, as it does in a good perfor¬ 
mance of Parsifal. Henck has the 
right hands. 

Prep work 

Piece for piece, he actually 
trumps the rival recordings. Even 
though Cage left precise instruc¬ 
tions for preparation of the piano, 


the sound is always different. The 
instrument Henck has so scrupu¬ 
lously customized yields a richer 
sound palette than most, heard in 
a superb recording (produced by 
the incomparable Manfred Eich- 
ler) that captures more of the 
overtones than usual. (All the flot¬ 
sam and jetsam can sometimes 
have a dampening effect on the 
sound.) His attention to detail, 
and rhythmic articulation in par¬ 
ticular, is astounding, yet loose, 
natural and unfussy. 

The fleet pieces (“Sonata V” in 
particular) seem more nimble 
than usual, yet somehow also 
more substantial. Perhaps the best 
thing about Henck’s playing is 
that he imbues it with an almost 
fanatical level of care without 
(and here’s the essential Cageian 
part) letting it get too “serious.” 
While this is less overtly playful 
music than Cage’s for toy piano, it 
needs fundamental lightness to 
achieve the life that is the sine qua 
non of a true realization of this el¬ 
evating work. Midway through, 
Henck’s performance achieves 
lift-off. The final three sonatas are 
American Transcendentalism at 
its loftiest, and Henck’s perfor¬ 
mances are truly transcendent. 

In program notes reminiscent 
of Brad Mehldau at his most self- 
indulgent, Henck devotes pages to 
his description of the Festeburger 
Fantasien, by his own account au¬ 
thentically improvised piano 
music, some of it for prepared 
piano and some of the rest featur¬ 
ing two pianos (in sections where 
he improvises to previously im¬ 
provised recorded tracks). If the 
screed weren’t enough, Henck 
then clobbers you with the music. 

The same piano prowess is on 
display throughout, but Cage’s ge¬ 
nius is soon forgotten, or rather, 
missed. There are beautiful mo¬ 
ments, particularly in the slow 
movements. Still, Henck has 
made Cage’s genius an impossible 
act to follow. T 


Hip-hop in b&w

s the war of words rages on 
between Eminem and hip- 
hop magazine The Source, 
the questions raised by the duel 
are hard to ignore. What of the in¬ 
creasing presence of white rappers 
and hip-hop artists in what began 
as an almost exclusively black art- 
form? 

More than 10 years before Em¬ 
inem released his first major-label 
disc, The Beastie Boys infiltrated 
the hip-hop scene with their 
brand of frat-boy-meets-the- 
street party rap, forever changing 
the landscape. They paved the way 
for not only Eminem, but also 
white female rap units such as 
Luscious Jackson and Northern 
State. Dying in Stereo (Star Time), 
the eight-track debut disc by hip- 
hop trio Northern State (Hesta 
Prynn, DJ Sprout and Guinea 
Love) has the kinds of literary, 
musical, social and political refer¬ 
ences, all delivered in smart, slick 
rhymes, that would make Mike D, 
MCA and Ad Rock proud. 

Reigning queen of the hip-hop 
house Missy Elliott has had an 
amazing run of success, surpass¬ 
ing both Li’l Kim and Foxy 
Brown, two female hip-hop artists 


who emerged around the same 
time she did. In fact, Elliott’s 2002 
Under Construction disc has been 
put on a pedestal, where it re¬ 
mains the example by which all 
female hip-hop CDs that follow 
will be judged. That’s unfortu¬ 
nate, because even Elliott herself 
runs the risk of suffering by com¬ 
parison. Such is the case with This 
Is Not a Test! (Elektra), which was 
stuck with the daunting task of 
equaling the earlier album. The 
new CD sounds more like a con¬ 
tinuation than an actual step for¬ 
ward. 

The groundbreaking, Gram- 
my-winning double-disc set 
Speakerboxx/The Love Below 
(Arista) by Southern hip-hop 
artists Outkast is as forward- 
thinking as it is reverent of the 
past. Andre 3000 and Big Boi of 
Outkast have created an altar to 
George Clinton and his Parlia¬ 
ment and P-Funk All-Stars co¬ 
horts. Not only does Outkast pol¬ 
ish up its soul-infused hip-hop act 
to a near-blinding shine, they also 
feel the funk in new and exciting 
ways. From the obvious singles 
“Hey Ya!” and “The Way You 
Move” to more suggestive tracks, 
Outkast has raised the stakes for 
themselves and everyone else. 

From his early days as a mem¬ 


ber of The Fugees to his inevitable 
career as a solo performer, Wyclef 
Jean has been an artist to listen to 
and watch. Any questions about 
his contributions can be swiftly 
answered with one listen to his 
Greatest Hits (Sony Urban 
Music/Columbia), which features 
the smash “911” (with Mary J. 
Blige) and his cover of Bob Dylan’s 
“Knockin’ on Heaven’s Door.” 

As if American rappers didn’t 
have enough to contend with on 
their own turf, they have to deal 
with the encroachment of UK 
hip-hop performers. The female 
duo Floetry made a good impres¬ 
sion with their 2002 debut disc 
Floetic, and have followed it up 
with a live disc that includes a 
bonus live DVD. As with many 
live albums, the studio gloss is 
dulled: unnecessary improvisa¬ 
tion and such. The good news is 
that the three new studio songs 
which open the set, including 
“Wanna B Where U R” featuring 
Mos Def, are well worth hearing. 

Those who liked the fast- 
paced, dialect-heavy rhymes of 
UK hip-hop act The Streets are al¬ 
most sure to like Boy in da Corner 
by black British rapper Dizzee 
Rascal (Matador). Full of refer¬ 
ences to life on the streets and the

Shocking tableaux 

Kienholz works in focus in SF gallery

Hearts and minds 

Perhaps the most satisfying as¬ 
pect of the gallery show is the 
chance to see Nancy without Ed. 
In some ways more political than 
her late husband, the widow Kien¬ 
holz shows that her work holds its 
own, steadily, in the aftermath of 
the Ed Kienholz tidal wave. Her 
large-scale assemblage “The 
Heartland” (1996-98) alone is 
worth the trip to Clementina St. A 
sepia snapshot of a farmer’s fam¬ 
ily, posed frontally in front of a 
barn a la “American Gothic,” has 
been blown up to life-size, altered 
by the artist so as to include a re¬ 
versal on traditional trompe-Voeil, 
with three-dimensional elements 
so artfully entwined with the flat 
image that it’s at first glance diffi¬ 
cult to sort them out. 

If you wait until the last week 
of the Braunstein/Quay installa¬ 
tion, you can run from there to 
SFMOMA’s upcoming installa¬ 
tion called Pop! (A budget-saving 
move to feature permanent-col¬ 


lection works rather than travel¬ 
ing blockbusters, the exhibition 
opens on March 6 and runs 
through the fall.) The Kienholzes’ 
rarely exhibited “Night Clerk at 
the Young Hotel” (1982-83) will 
be part of that exhibition. Ac¬ 
quired in 1984, this installation is 
a chunk of an actual derelict hotel 
in Spokane that was saved by the 
artists before its demolition in 
1981, and adapted by the addition 
of a single figure a la George 
Segal. A dirty clock-radio plays 
country-and-western music, 
breaking through the imaginary 
screen of fiction and fact, past and 
present, while the lonely clerk, 
cast from a live model, waits 
silently for customers, reading a 
sleazy tabloid paper. When has 
there been such a profane poet? ▼

illf d Kienholz was the author of 
Ip some of the most outra- 
lui geous works of art of the 
20th century. His “The Beanery” 
(1965), one of the great treasures 
of Amsterdam’s Stedelijk Museum, 
is an icon of greasy mid-century 
pop culture, with its clock-faced 
people and its stinky, reconstruct¬ 
ed interior of a seedy Hollywood 
dive. LA County Museum of Art’s 
“Backseat Dodge” peeks into a 
lurid sexual encounter in an auto¬ 
mobile, and “My Country Tis of 
Thee” (1991) is perhaps the most 
graphic depiction of political quid 
pro quo ever fantasized: a circle of 
pantless politicians perform a 
ring-around-the-rosie with an 
American flag while each strokes 
the penis of the guy behind him. 

From 1972 on, Kienholz col¬ 
laborated with his wife Nancy 
Reddin Kienholz to create direct, 
tantalizing, shocking tableaux vi- 
vants. Their influence on the evo¬ 
lution of contemporary American 
sculpture cannot be overestimat¬ 
ed. The current show at Braun¬ 
stein/Quay features some of the 
last works created by the hus- 
band-and-wife team before Ed’s 
death in 1994. The Useful Art and 
the Ponder series prove that the 
creative couple from Hope, Idaho, 
had lost none of their spunk to¬ 
ward the premature end of his life 
at age 67. Enormous turds ex¬ 
truded from a TV screen are a re¬ 
curring image in the irreverent 
opus Kienholz, and the “Useful 
Art No. 1” of 1992 gives the view¬ 
er a scatological eyeful on the top 
of a chest of drawers “Useful” in¬ 
deed is a working toaster atop a 
metal cabinet, although the icki- 
ness of the surface would make it 
seem more in place in a North 
Beach beatnik cafe than in one’s 
kitchen. Nor would the price tag 
make you confuse it with mere

Cross-dressing 'Osama' evades the Taliban in new Afghan film

wish God hadn’t created 
women,” a mother cries out in 
the middle of the night in 
Osama, a harrowing new feature 
that is the first Afghan film com¬ 
pleted since the fall of the Taliban. 
Having lost her job when the Tal¬ 
iban closed the local hospital, the 
woman is faced with a dire dilem¬ 
ma: either obey the edicts of the 
religious police that forbid 
women from venturing out in 
public without a legal male escort, 
or risk starvation for herself, her 
mother and her 12-year-old 
daughter. 

It’s the grandmother who dis¬ 
covers a solution. Telling an an¬ 
cient story that holds the genders 
to be equal under the sign of the 
rainbow, the grandmother cuts 
the young girl’s long braids and 


declares her to be a boy. Trem¬ 
bling with fear that she will be dis¬ 
covered and killed by the Taliban, 
Osama walks out the next morn¬ 
ing with her mother, who secures 
her a job at a small food shop, re¬ 
minding the shopkeeper that he 
and her late husband served to¬ 
gether in the war against the Rus¬ 
sians. 

Inspired by a true story of a 
young Afghan girl who concealed 
her sexual identity in order to fool 
the Taliban into permitting her to 
be educated with the boys, Osama 
follows a recent trend in Middle 
Eastern films (including Baran 
and Daughters of the Sun ) of em¬ 
ploying cross-dressing as a 
metaphor for social upheaval. 
Osama’s director Siddiq Barmak 
raises the stakes and has us trem¬ 
bling right along with the girl, 
played with heartbreaking pathos 
by newcomer Marina Golbahari

Down and Dirty Pictures: Mira¬

new book asks some rather 
pointed questions about just 
what today’s independent 
films are independent of. Peter 
Biskind’s previous volume, Easy 
Riders, Raging Bulls: How the Sex, 
Drugs, and Rock ’n Roll Genera¬ 
tion Saved Hollywood, skewered 
the pretensions to virtue of that 
first class of film-school grads 
who stormed the ruins of the stu¬ 
dio system in the 1970s, only to 
lose their way in a fury of fast liv¬ 
ing. His new one, Down and Dirty 
Pictures, contains the same al- 
most-purple prose style, but has a 
serious purpose cunningly con¬ 
cealed inside the fairy tale of a 
Gotham frog prince and a moun¬ 
tain-dwelling Prince Charming. 

According to Biskind, the frog 
prince, aka Harvey Weinstein, 
tried to kiss virtually every Cin¬ 
derella filmmaker wannabe who 
came to the ball, the ball being 
mountain prince Robert Red- 
ford’s Sundance Film Festival. 
This time, the gossip details not 
tawdry sex lives, but rather a fight 
for the soul of the new indie film 
business. 

Food metaphors abound in 
Biskind’s account of Weinstein. 
“The assistants learned to buy 
Coke by the case, cigarettes by the 
carton, candy bars by the gross. 
Watching him feed was an experi¬ 
ence not easily forgotten. It 
brought to mind the great scenes 
of movie gluttony — Monty 
Python’s The Meaning of Life, 
where a ravenous diner explodes 
like an overblown balloon.” Like 
the great white shark in Jaws, 
Harvey would eat anything. 
Novice filmmakers would start to 
sweat in meetings with him: he 
might eat their film, or he might 
eat them. 

Harvey was the devil. He came 
to know the erogenous zones of 
film producers better than they 



knew themselves. In 1981, Wein¬ 
stein lusted after the rights to The 
Secret Policeman’s Ball (SPB ), a 
film, featuring the Pythons, shot 
in London as a benefit for 
Amnesty International. SPB’s fast- 
talking British producer, Martin 
N. Lewis, was astonished when 
Weinstein snarfed his film up like 
deli takeout. A year later, Wein¬ 
stein still hadn’t released SPB, and 
now Harvey was clamoring for 
the sequel. “He browbeat and 
guilt-tripped me. At the end of it, 
I was completely drenched in 
sweat. I thought, ‘That was the 
most intense sex I’ve ever had in 
my life.’ It felt horrible and plea¬ 
surable at the same time.” 

Capri stun 

Ironically, it was gay filmmak¬ 
ers, the leading edge of the early- 
’90s New Queer Cinema, who 
would most feel Harvey’s hot 
breath down their throats. When 
Todd Haynes’ Velvet Goldmine, a 
complicated homage to the glam- 
rock movement, suffered from the 
not-so-tender mercies of a Wein¬ 
stein-ordered re-edit, Haynes was 
determined “Harvey Scis- 
sorhands” wouldn’t get to touch 
his Oscar-bound next feature, Far 
from Heaven. Haynes was literally 
trembling when producer Chris¬ 
tine Vachon insisted that he talk 
to Harvey. “Here I was in Port¬ 
land, in my beautiful old Arts- 
and-Crafts house, and I had just 
next page ► 


(whose boy drag makes her look 
like a teenage Gertrude Stein). 
Every step she takes, Osama 
knows her body may give her 
away. 

Forced along with the town’s 
real boys to attend the Madrassa 
(a religious school that doubles as 
the Taliban’s military recruitment 
center), Osama is uncertain how 
to perform the daily prayers; at re¬ 
cess, the boys tease her about her 
feet looking too girlish.

In 
the upside-down, slightly Or¬ 
wellian world of the Taliban, ritu¬ 
als bordering on pedophilia ac¬ 
quire a religious stamp of ap¬ 
proval. 



Blue mass 

Director Barmak, who claims 
that he was turned on to film- 
making by a childhood screening 
of Lawrence of Arabia, displays a 
fluid and witty ability to choreo- 
graph large crowds. In the open¬ 
ing shots of the film, the women 
of Kabul stage a demonstration 
demanding permission to work, 
the mass of anonymous bodies,' 
covered in blue burqas, recalling 
Hitchcock’s umbrella-wielding 
crowd in Foreign Correspondent. 
Later, as the boys whirl through 
their barren playground with the 
fury of tiny dervishes, Osama’s at¬ 
tempt to match their energy re-

suits in her being trapped up a 
leafless tree. Examined by a Tal¬ 
iban religious cop, Osama’s men¬ 
strual blood flows out of her boy’s 
underwear. She is literally be¬ 
trayed by her sex. 

As with Hitchcock, the most 
ordinary events take on sinister 
implications: a small barking dog, 
a woman’s exposed feet as she 
rides on the back of a bicycle, an 
old man peering through the lens 
of a videocamera before ordering 
the cameraman’s execution. This 
last scene is especially revealing, 
given that diiector Barmak’s own

short films were destroyed by Tal¬ 
iban censors. Terrible things hap¬ 
pen in broad daylight under a 
bright if pitiless sun. 

A classic tragedy, Osama puts a 
spotlight on a feudal society 
where few good deeds or good 
people go unpunished. At the 
film’s end, images of an old man 
relaxing into a hot-tub and a little 
girl skipping rope are as heart¬ 
breaking as anything in the canon 
of modern cinema. ▼

The Consequence of Sex by 
Robert C. Reinhart; Alyson, 
$14.95 

obert Reinhart’s collection 
Ip of short stories, The Conse- 
1 quence of Sex, revolves 
around the sexual peccadilloes 
and practices of gay men. And in 
the dozen stories presented, Rein¬ 
hart manages to cast a wide net; 
the variety of this third-person 
storytelling is one of the strengths 
of this work. 

The opening story, “The Boys 
of Merida,” is a strong and evoca¬ 
tive tale of an aging, obese Los 
Angeles hairdresser who spends 
every January in Mexico renting 
young boys. After 15 years of an¬ 
nual visits, disaster strikes when 
he is caught en flagrante one Jan¬ 
uary afternoon by the Mexican 
police. Yet Reinhart manages to 
elevate this predictable denoue¬ 
ment with a surprisingly happy 
ending. 

Many of the stories deal with 
the sexuality of older men, yet 
each possesses an original point of 
view. However, Reinhart’s prose 



needed more attention from his 
editor to eliminate the repetition 
in several stories of “Tom, Dick 
and Harry” as a metaphor, and 
the recurrence of the phrase 
“Least said, soonest mended.” At 
the risk of waxing Forrest Gump- 
ish, The Consequence of Sex is like 
a box of prose chocolates. Al¬ 
though not a meal, each story is a 
tasty morsel, something a reader 
can enjoy quickly and easily with¬ 
out expending too much time or 
energy. ▼

could shrug the rumors 
off because he felt se¬ 
cure about his own sex¬ 
uality, and like Natalie 
had many gay friends 
throughout his life.” 

“But why did Wood 
have so many gay men in 
her life?” I asked the au¬ 
thor over the phone last 
week. From his West 
Coast home with its sev¬ 
eral living rooms, Lam¬ 
bert responded in a deli¬ 
cious British accent: “I 
have two answers to that. 
One is specific to her, and 
the other is specific to a lot 
of actresses. Actresses like 
gay men because they 
know there’s going to be no 
problem of them making a 
pass, and therefore they feel 
that they are not being used 
and all that stuff. 

“In Natalie’s case,” he 
continued, “she grew up in a 
drastically dysfunctional 
family, feeling like an out¬ 
sider, and she responded 
across the board not only to gay 
people as outsiders, but to any¬ 
body who felt alienated in some 
way because of their life experi¬ 
ences. She particularly responded 
to gays because they were very en¬ 
tertaining about it, which some of 
the others were not. She didn’t like 
self-pity or anything like that. 
What she did like was people who 
would say the unconventional 
things and be entertaining about 
it. She was a great shitkicker, and 
in part, gays tend to be, too, and 
she liked that.” ▼

manic drive. Russian immi¬ 
grant Maria Stepanova Gur- ' 
din’s unbridled ambition 
helped make her daughter 
both a star and an emotion¬ 
al mess who dated both bi¬ 
sexual and gay men such as 
director Nicholas Ray and 
actor Nick Adams.

Coming off highly-acclaimed gay 
shorts (The Dead Boys'Club, Alka¬ 
li Iowa), Christopher had his fea¬ 
ture script for 54, an autopsy of 
the New York disco palace, green- 
lighted for a shoot in Toronto. 
“Harvey smelled money. Instead 
of an edgy film by a first-time 
queer director, 54 was going to be 
Miramax’s summer blockbuster. 
Weinstein test-screened 54 in a 
mall on Long Island early in 1998. 
Because the film had never been 
intended for mallrats from the 
’burbs, the filmmakers were upset. 
Says a source, ‘When a movie tests 
badly in the malls, nobody thinks, 
‘Okay, we tested it in front the 
wrong people.’ They think, ‘We 
made the wrong movie.’” 

Christopher, who declined to 
be interviewed, has yet to emerge 
from the crash of 54. 

Oddly, it’s Robert Redford, 
whose Sundance Institute and 
Film Festival made indie film¬ 
makers believe in* Santa Claus, 
who turns up missing in action. 
Biskind argues that the actor was 
a man who never liked to say no, a 
man whose patfsive/aggressive 
managerial style and frequent ab¬ 
sences to pursue his film career 
caused Sundance to fail to rein¬ 
vent itself. 

Redford associate Barbara 
Maltby described what made a 
close encounter with “Bob” so al¬ 
luring but also so devastating.

So there’s a double 
sense of failure. He’s very Clin- 
tonesque.” ▼

ness, be it gay or simply sexual.” 

Which brings us back to Vin¬ 
tage Alice. It, too, caused contro¬ 
versy, because it was one of the 
first tonal works the neo-Roman- 
ticist dared to offer a musical es¬ 
tablishment that considered the 
tonality of the three Bs passe. 

“I discovered Lewis Carroll’s 
sentiment, his world of wit and 
whimsy, demanded another kind 
of music. Without realizing it, I 
got tonal.” Del Tredici explains 
that his wit and whimsy had al¬ 
ways been there, but he had never 
thought to put it into his music 
until he discovered, in Alice, “a 
way to let out my humor into 
music.” Listeners will especially 
enjoy the rhythmic distortions 
that accompany the Queen’s dec¬ 
laration, “She’s murdering the 
time.” 

Although Del Tredici is cur¬ 
rently most interested in writing 
chamber music, he remains “al¬ 
ways on the lookout” for settings 
that express sexuality and gay po¬ 
etry. He’s especially interested in 
the poetry of Antler, a gay poet 
who writes “in the Ginsberg style: 
very erotic, very real, and inadver¬ 
tently shocking because he uses 
language not in the poetic canon.” 

Forthcoming debuts include 
the April premiere of My Gold¬ 
berg, with pianist Bruce Lev- 
ingston in Alice Tully Hall. 
Gotham Glory: Four Scenes from 
New York, a commission from 
Carnegie Hall written for gay pi¬ 
anist Anthony De Mare, receives 
its premiere in Zankel Hall in 
March ’05. “Fantasy on ‘Nobody 
Knows’” just received a world pre¬ 
miere in upstate New York, and 
the must-hear Dracula, per¬ 
formed at last summer’s West 
Coast Cabrillo Music Festival, just 
attacked Denver. Add in Kalama¬ 
zoo, Dallas, Fort Worth, Toronto, 
and Waco, arid you’re up to date 
until Del Tredici strikes again. T

David Del Tredici's 1 Vintage Alice' on CD

ntil now, the great gay 
| composer David Del Tredi¬ 
ci hadn’t seen a recording 
of his music released since 200l’s 
Secret Music on the lamentably 
departed CRI label. Del Tredici is 
thus delighted at the unexpected 
issue of his 1972 Vintage Alice, “A 
Fantascene on ‘A Mad Tea-Party’ 
from Louis Carroll’s Alice’s Ad¬ 
ventures in Wonderland and other 
Victorian materials.” Paired with 
earlier songs to poetry by James 
Joyce, the music appears as part of 
DG’s prestigious 20/21 series. 

Recorded between 1993 and 
’97, the performances have seen 
the light of day thanks to their 
conductor, Oliver Knussen, who 
exercised one of the options in his 
DG contract to share Del Tredici’s 
music with a wide audience. The 
Asko Ensemble conducted by 
Knussen plus Del Tredici on 
piano variously accompany so¬ 
prano Lucy Shelton. 

Vintage Alice is one of many 
Alice settings from the 67-year-old 
Del Tredici. He won the 1980 
Pulitzer Prize in music for “In 
Memory of a Summer Day,” ex¬ 


tracted frofn his longer work, 
Child Alice. Works including An 
Alice Symphony, Final Alice and 
Haddocks’ Eyes reflect his ongoing 
fascination with Carroll’s fantasy. 

Conversation with Del Tredici, 
speaking from his New York City 
home, naturally turned to his Gay 
Life. The symphonic cycle for 
baritone and orchestra to texts by 
Paul Monette, Allen Ginsberg and 
others was commissioned by San 
Francisco Symphony conductor 
Michael Tilson Thomas and pre¬ 
miered in 2001 to mixed reviews. 

Gay Life’s reception hardly 
equaled the censorship that greet¬ 
ed the aborted June 21, 2002 
debut of Del Tredici’s Wondrous 
the Merge at the Great Lakes 
Chamber Music Festival. That 
work’s text, part of a 20-minute 
string quartet that includes James 
Broughton’s explicitly erotic poem 
of the same name in mostly spo¬ 
ken form, was deemed too risqu£ 
for Michigan. Only the non-con- 
troversial aria plus its instrumen¬ 
tal music were performed. 

“Though they told me that the 
poem’s language was too sexually 
explicit for their audience, it ap¬ 
pears that old-fashioned homo¬ 
phobia was the root of the trou¬ 


ble,” said Del Tredici. “For a pillar- 
of-the-community married man 
like Broughton to realize and act 
upon his long-repressed homo¬ 
sexuality, as his autobiographical 
poem depicts, is the right wing’s 
worst nightmare.” 

Open book 

Gay Life is another story. Some 
gay critics found themselves 
shocked or embarrassed by the 
composer’s openness. Some felt 
that public acknowledgment of 
gay intimacies is best avoided. 

“I labor to do the opposite,” 
declared a chuckling Del Tredici. 
“If you write music called Gay 
Life, you want to celebrate what 
was supposedly uncelebratable in 
the past. I’m very much for hav¬ 
ing all my secrets up-front, as I’ve 
always done. Be it alcoholism or 
being gay, they’re part of me. 

“I’m tired of the way com¬ 
posers’ lives are prettied up with 
all the controversial aspects taken 
out. The books on Copland, until 
recently, didn’t even mention that 
he was gay. In general, the gay 
issue is so closeted over in biogra¬ 
phies. 

“More importantly, I want to 
create a body of music that is ex-

plicitly gay so that it will exist. 
Once it exists, there it is. Deal with 
it!” 

Del Tredici’s other gay works 
include many songs for piano and 
voice. Three songs from the cycle 
Brother, set for vocalist John Kelly, 
appear on the Secret Music disc. 
The big cycle that no one will per¬ 
form is called My Favorite Penis 
Poems. It ends with Allen Gins¬ 
berg’s “Please Master,” an extraor¬ 
dinarily erotic S/M duet for bari¬ 
tone and soprano. 

“We were going to do it at the 
Museum of Sex in New York — I 
thought it would be a perfect 
venue — but they don’t really 
have a concert space. It’s amazing 
how groups shy away from any¬ 
thing having to do with explicit-

can’t say I approached Mein 

Herz Brennt, a contemporary 
8 song cycle by Torsten Rasch set 
to poems from Dresden’s Gruppe 
Rammstein (Deutsche Gram- 
mophon), or Zippo Songs, a cycle 
by Bang on a Can’s Phil Kline 
(Cantaloupe), set to lyrics in¬ 
scribed on the lighters of Vietnam 
vets, with much hope of discover¬ 
ing great art. Surprisingly, both al¬ 
bums are totally enjoyable, in to¬ 
tally different ways. 

Despite its rock origins 
(Rammstein is a heavy-metal in¬ 
dustrial band), My Heart Burns 
turns out to be lushly beautiful in 
the late Romantic style of Erich 
Korngold. A cycle of nine pieces 
(can’t call them all “songs” since 
some are intoned by an actress, 
and one is purely instrumental), 
Mein Herz Brennt was written for 
the Dresden Symphony by theater 
and film composer Rasch, to the 
poems of Rammstein punk rock¬ 
er Till Lindemann. 

The world premiere was in 
Dresden last November, and the 
album immediately became a 
bestseller in Germany. Part of this 
success, possibly the only reason 
the work will succeed in America, 
is due to the gorgeous, “black dia¬ 
mond” bass-baritone voice of 
Rene Pape (pronounced Pa-peh). 
You remember him at San Fran¬ 
cisco Opera a couple of years ago: 
tall, hunky and handsome, with a 
seductive sound you wanted to go 
to bed with? Of course, he hasn’t 
returned here, so if you’ve been 
hankering for more of that sound, 
here is his first solo recording. 

Also recommendable to read¬ 
ers of the BAR is the lack of con¬ 
ventional boy-girl romance in the 
lyrics. A lot of the poems are as 
gloomy and despairing as the cur¬ 
rent Germanic stage-direction 
trend at SFO. “Mother” (sung by

Pape) is a terrible cry of anguish 
and revenge from an alien, a 
thalidomide child, an in-vitro 
baby, or just someone who was 
not allowed to suckle at his moth¬ 
er’s breast. 

“Longing” (sung by Pape and 
spoken by actress Katharina Thal- 
bach) uses geographic imagery to 
discuss searching between the legs 
of the (unspecified) beloved. And 
make what you will of a song 
called “Sailor” (sung by Pape) that 
begins: “Come in my boat/A 
storm is rising” and continues: 
“Come in my boat/Longing be¬ 
comes the helmsman.” 

This is ripe stuff, and the cycle 
ends with an orchestral piece 
provocatively titled, “Pillow Talk - 
Variations on Rammstein.” John 
Carewe conducts the excellent 
Dresden Symphony. The duduk, a 
haunting Armenian wind instru¬ 
ment used in “Longing,” is played 
by Araik Bakhtikyan. Needless to 
say, none of this matters once you 
hear Pape’s molten vocalism.

W hat an extraordinary week it’s 
been for everybody! To be 
watching network and cable 
TV news and seeing hundreds of gay 
and lesbian couples lined up in the 
rain and wind outside of San Francis¬ 
co City Hall, awaiting their vows and 
certificates — I couldn’t help but feel a 
wee bit of LGBT patriotism! Kudos to 
Mayor Gavin Newsom for taking on 
the gay-marriage challenge at a key 
moment in American history. 

Meanwhile last week 1 had one of 
those only-in-San Francisco mo- 
mentswhen I headed to City Lights 
Bookstore in North Beach for a 
scheduled reading by legendary queer 
Beat poet Harold Norse, who now 
well into his 80s has just released In 
the Hub of the Fiery Force: Collect¬ 
ed Poems 1934-2003 (Thunder’s 
Mouth Press, New York). The fat pa¬ 
perback volume (620 pages) includes 
some 125 pages of previously unpub¬ 
lished poems. If you’ve never encoun¬ 
tered Norse’s work, you have a treat in 
store. The poems are gems. 

Alas, Norse didn’t make the read¬ 
ing, and when people started showing 
up, all we could Find out was that 
Norse had been nervous about the 
reading, suffered a heart arrythmia, 
and had been taken by friends to the 
hospital. Apparently he’s okay now. 

Poet types milled about in the 
bookstore and hung out on outside on 
the sidewalk. Among them were writer 
Eric Wilcox of the SF Buffoons, who 
had the new Norse volume in hand 
and seemed most distraught at his 
hero’s no-show. With him was anoth¬ 
er young man, also named Eric, and an 
older gentleman who introduced him¬ 
self to me as Re my Charlip, at which 
I replied: Oh yes, of course, you’re a 
living legend! 

As his website says, Remy is “an au¬ 
thor and illustrator of 27 picture 
books for children ... His most recent 
publications include Arm in Arm and 
Hooray For Me, each has been reissued 
by Tricycle Press in Berkeley. . . He is 
also a dancer, choreographer, play¬ 
wright, stage director, set and costume 
designer, singer, songwriter, lecturer, 
and teacher. Charlip’s diverse career 
includes performing with John Cage 
and Merce Cunningham for 11 years.” 

A bit of synchronicity occurred in 
our meeting. I’d been reading a won¬ 
derful new biography, Factory Made: 
Warhol and the Sixties by Steven 
Watson (Pantheon Books), and in it 
on page 58 is a photograph of Remy in 
Central Park along with Rufus Collins 
and Billy Linich in 1959 — part of the 
Warhol gang — and so Remy and I got 
to talking about the book and how fine 
it is. We ventured into the Northbeach 
Night to drown our woe over our 
missing muse, but instead of sorrow 
there was much merriment and cama¬ 
raderie in our little coterie.

the majors realize what’s going on. 

Yet at a very un-major company, 
it’s been going on quietly but regu¬ 
larly since 1997. It’s not an every- 
time strict rule at locally-based Fac¬ 
tory Videos. But while company 
owners (and veteran performers) 
Frank Parker and Scott Morris en¬ 
force the use of condoms, they let 
those who want to eat it go right 
ahead. Cum-eating’s no raison 
d’etre for the company. “We knew it 
was safe and sound,” Parker told 
me. “And sleazy, dirty and fun.” 

Funk spot 

“Sleazy, dirty and fun” typifies 
Factory Video’s output, which is 
admittedly pretty funky, some¬ 
what intentionally hovering be¬ 
tween amateur and pro, yet al¬ 
most always hot enough to com¬ 
pensate for the lack of gloss. 
Equipment is far from state-of- 
the-art, picture resolution is 
grainy. Lighting is never bad, but 
never artful. The metal garage- 
door rattles whenever a truck goes 
by the South of Market studio, 
but, smartly, there’s no music be¬ 
hind the action to mask such 
noise. This allows the performer’s 
natural sounds to be heard, while 
also precluding the director’s in¬ 
trusion.

surreal gibberish. 

Museum music, as the 19th- 
century art of singing is some¬ 
times regarded, can also tug the 
heartstrings and engage the mind. 
Between Friends (RCA Red Seal) is 
Mexican tenor Ramon Vargas’ 
way of celebrating the commu- 
nality of vocal art. Duets illustrate 
various kinds of friendship: noble 
as Don Carlo and Rodrigo in 
Verdi’s Don Carlo, or Alvaro and 
Carlo in the heartbreaking 
“Solenne in quest’ora” from Forza 
del destino. 

There are romantic friend¬ 



ships: Marcello and Rodolfo rem¬ 
iniscing about their lost loves in 
Boheme, or Elisabeth and her son- 
in-law parting at the end of Don 
Carlo. There are comic “friend¬ 
ships” like those of Dulcamara 


and Nemorino, or Figaro and the 
Count Almaviva. 

In all of these, Vargas takes the 
tenor role — superbly in the 
lighter parts, with more stress but 
still magnificently in heavier 
ones. He is joined notably by 
Manuel Lanza in Barbiere, 
Roberto Frontali in Forza and 
Boheme, Vasiliy Gerello in Pearl 
Fishers, and Leo Nucci in Elisir. 
■The women are less successful: 
Miriam Gauci makes a blowzy 
Elisabetta, and the trio from 
Maometto Secondo is an odd 
choice in any case. If nothing 
else, this album reminds us what 
we lost when the current regime 
decided to end SFO’s association 
with Vargas. T

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Taking the next step 

Stained-glass artist Dan Smith puts queer square-dancing in a new light

an Smith is a master 

' stained-glass artist who has 

: lived and worked for 30 
years in San Francisco’s Castro 
district. He has also mastered an¬ 
other art that not many people 
know about, but which has an en*' 
thusiastic following in the city: 
same-sex square-dancing. 

Three clubs here swing to the 
“calls” (patterns of steps, like 
“Allemande Left”) that are used in 
square-dancing everywhere. But 
there’s a difference at these local 
clubs: the couples are of the same 
sex. 

They aren’t alone. There’s a big 
network of queer square-dance 
clubs across the country. But so 
far, they haven’t gotten much at¬ 
tention in either the gay or the 
mainstream media. 

That’s about to change, thanks 
to Dan Smith. He has combined 
his mastery in fashioning stained- 
glass with his adeptness in queer 
square-dancing. The result is a 
stunning series of stained-glass 
windows that celebrate same-sex 
square-dancing. 

The amazing part is that they 
were all made by dancers who had 
no experience in working with 
stained glass. Dan trained them all 
from scratch. The results are lu¬ 
minously beautiful. 

Dan was able to do this be¬ 
cause of a $10,000 grant he won 
last year from the San Francisco 
Arts Commission. Their cultural 
equity program, funded by the 
city’s hotel tax, supports talented 
artists who are overlooked by the 
mainstream art establishment. 

I recently talked with Dan 
about his life and art. Here’s his 
remarkable story. 

Arthur Evans: How did you get 
into queer square-dancing? 

Dan Smith: I had a roommate 
who was a square-dancer, and he 
suggested I try it. I said to him, 
“Well, I don’t know. I don’t want 
to go all the way across town.” He 
replied, “There are three clubs a 
block away from here.” So I went, 
and it was fun. 

You can be very close with 
people, extremely friendly, in fact 
hold them in your arms. You twirl 
them around, or they twirl you. 
Everyone holds hands at the end 
of each group dance, and we em¬ 
brace each other. 

What are some differences be¬ 
tween queer square-dancing and 
traditional square-dancing? 

One thing is the fluidity of the 
roles of “boy” and “girl,” as they’re 
called. In traditional square-danc¬ 
ing, a male stands on the left in a 
couple and is called a boy. A fe¬ 
male is on the right and called a 
girl. During the dance, she moves 
on from one boy to^another. The 
dance is over when she’s back at 
boy one. 

In queer square-dancing, the 
terms “boy” and “girl” denote 
roles in the dance rather than 
physical gender. Queer dancers 
usually learn both girl and boy 
roles right from the beginning. 
Gay and lesbian novices may 
think they’ll dance only boy or 
girl, but 99% of them quickly find 
they want to dance both parts. It’s 
more practical if you can dance 
both parts. Even the dancers in 
traditional clubs must master 
both roles when they reach the 
fourth, advanced level. It’s called 
being bi-danual.

It’s quite shocking for straight 
squarerdancers. They’ve learned a 
great many complicated steps all 
the way up to the advanced level. 
Then, suddenly, they have to 
switch their sexual role and do it 
quite differently. Queer folks flow 
right into it, from scratch. 

How did you learn to make 
stained-glass windows? 

I was a painter who used 
acrylics to paint on glass. One day 
I took one of my paintings to a 
local stained-glass shop, to ask 
about how to frame it. The owner 
was impressed and asked if I 
would like to work in her shop. 
Her husband taught me how to 
make slumped lamps, which are 
molded panels of glass melted 
into arc shapes in a kiln. I worked 
in her shop for about three years. 

I built on what I learned there 
and started making stained-glass 
windows on my own. Over the 
years, I developed a clientele of in¬ 
dividuals, businesses, and church¬ 
es who commissioned me to do 
pieces for them. 

On top of that, you've been a gay 
liberationist since before 
Stonewall, isn't that right? 

Yes, in the 1960s there were 
“homophile” groups, as they were 
called then. They held annual 
demonstrations on July 4th at In¬ 
dependence Hall in Philadelphia. I 
participated in two, in 1967 and 
’ 68 . 

We had three or four buses, 
and we had maybe 40 or 50 peo¬ 
ple marching. All the men wore 
suits, and all the women wore 
dresses. We marched with signs 
saying, “Equality for Homosexu¬ 
als” and things like that. I loved it 
because I met all those interesting 
queers. 

I’m into square-dancing be¬ 
cause I want to do the next step. I 
want to do it aesthetically. Also, 
that’s why I’m doing this project, 
teaching queer square-dancers.to 
make stained-glass windows. It’s 
the next step for me. It unifies my 
interests in stained-glass windows, 
dancing, and gay liberation, and 
shares that energy with others. 

What do you require of the 
dancers making these windows? 

I require each of them to make 
a window that relates to square¬ 
dancing. Also, they have to write 



two papers, “What Square-Danc¬ 
ing Means to Me” and “What the 
Window Means to Me.” The pa¬ 
pers will be displayed along with 
the windows at the city’s dancing 
clubs and at a common venue that 
is yet to be determined. 

The effort will cost them noth¬ 
ing for glass, materials or instruc¬ 
tion. However, they must bring 
me a single piece of fruit each 
time they come. That’s my pay¬ 
ment. 

How many have you enlisted so 
far? 

Thirteen. None of them had 
any real experience with stained- 
glass before. Most of their win¬ 
dows are now done. # 

Tell me about the various parts of 
stained-glass window-making. 
What do the dancers have to 
learn? 

First, they have to realize that 
they have the ability to conceptu¬ 
alize a creative idea. A concept is 
the most important thing because 
almost everything else is simply 
craft. The concept is the art. Most 
stained-glass windows that you 
see are not art. They are craft. 
They have no concept. Most 
stained-glass craftspeople have a 
very limited aesthetic sense. 

What are the main steps in mak¬ 
ing a stained-glass window? 

Different artists have different 
methods. In mine, I first tape the 
“cartoon,” which is a sketch of the 
window’s concept, to a piece of 
plywood. I cut the piece of glass 
that will be in the lower left-hand 
corner of the window, grind it, 
put copper foil around the edges, 
and put into position. Then I go 
on to the next piece. 

The window grows from the 
bottom left-hand corner across to 
the upper right-hand corner. In 
my method, none of the pieces fits 
exactly. The window’s design 
changes slightly with each new 
piece. 

That’s a good thing. It gives the 
finished product a feeling of flow. 
It avoids the rigid, over-planned 
look that you find in most glass- 
stained windows. 

Here's another window, with a 
mallard duck floating in water, 
some rushes and mountains in the 
background. What's this all 
about? 


This was done by Gary. To 
him, the window represents a call 
named “Acey-Deucy.” When this 
call is made, the centers of a line 
trade, and the ends circulate. A 
number of years ago, when the 
caller said, “Acey-Deucy,” a dancer 
heard the call as “Acey-Ducky.” 
She shouted back, “Quack, 
Quack.” Now whenever dancers 
hear the caller say, “Acey-Deucy,” 
everyone responds with, “Quack, 
Quack.” It’s become a tradition all 
around the world, wherever peo¬ 
ple do square-dancing. 

Here's a window that shows some 
teacups floating in the air with 
the handles interconnected. 

It’s by Rojean. She got the idea 
from the square-dance call named 
“Teacup Chain,” where the girls 
cross in a complicated pattern, 
visiting all four boys. The teacups 
are the girls, and the flowers are 
the boys. Rojean is a straight 
woman who comes to dance at 
the gay and lesbian clubs. 

In most straight square-danc¬ 
ing clubs, you have to come as a 
couple, but she sometimes prefers 
to come alone. In gay and lesbian 
clubs, you can come alone or with 
as many as you can gather, it does¬ 
n’t matter. Also, whereas in 
straight square-dancing you usu¬ 
ally dance with the same person 
most of the time, in lesbian and 
gay square-dancing, you are en¬ 
couraged to dance with lots of 


people. 

Rojean was undergoing cancer 
therapy at the time she started 
dancing in the queer clubs. She 
was worried about going to the 
straight clubs, about how people 
would treat her because of her ap¬ 
pearance. But at our clubs, no one 
made any negative comments at 
all. So coming to us means friend¬ 
ship to her. Teacups also connote 
friendship, so her window makes 
sense on that score, too. 

Every window, as soon as it’s 
finished, has been shown at all 
three gay and lesbian square- 
dance clubs here in San Francisco. 
They are displayed with four 8x10 
photos of the dancers working on 
the windows, along with the pa¬ 
pers written by the dancers. The 
response of club members has 
been incredibly positive to every 
window that has been shown. 

After the project is over, I’ll 
submit photographs of all the 
windows and the students, along 
with their essays and my own ob¬ 
servations, DVDs, videotapes, 
tape recordings and transcripts to 
the LGBT Historical Society. 

This will be a very comprehen¬ 
sive documentation for future 
generations. It will give them in¬ 
sight into some of the creative en¬ 
ergy that existed in the city’s 
LGBT community at the begin¬ 
ning of the third millennium. It 
will also show the future how we 
could swing. T
